I can understand that. Okay. I ’ m  not sure if 

I asked this previously, so let me ask it. We

Are you here today because a Subpoena was served 

on you?

Could you tell us about 

background? 
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I have a high school education. 

All right. 

I don't have a college degree or nothing. 

Okay. Are you currently employed? 

Yes. 

Where at? 

Cumberland Valley Electric. 

What do you do at Cumberland Valley? 

Warehouse, I work in the warehouse. 

Okay. What all does that involve? 

All of the material, you know, I stock material, 

take care of, you know, transformers and stuff 

like that and I help my superintendent, Jay, go 

over the list of the material we need. 

Okay. 

And maintenance of the warehouse if something 

needs to be done, basically stuff like that. 

Okay. I understand. When you're there at CVE, 

do you also sign for supplies and materials that 

come in to the warehouse? 

Yes. 

All right. When fuel is delivered to CVE, do 

you sign for that? 
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Yes. 

Are you the only person who signs for fuel? 

No. 

Who else might? 

Bogey McCuen. 

Do you know who the vendor is who delivers 

fuel? 

G & M Oil. 

Okay. How long have you worked at CVE? 

Six years. 

Has that been the same vendor for all the past 

six years? 

Yes. 

Okay. Have you ever heard of a company called 

Southeast Petroleum? 

Yes. 

Okay. How did you hear about them? 

Just at the warehouse, you know, just people, 

you know, just through the employees. 

Okay. Do you know how other employees came to 

know the company? Do you know whether they did 

any business with CVE? 

I don't. 
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You don’t know?

If you need to take a break 

for any reason, just speak up. 

Okay. 

So you are a CVE employee. 
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Yes. 

We’ve established that. You work full time? 

Yes. 

Okay. During the time you‘ve been employed by 

CVE were you also employed anywhere else? 

At the same time, together? 

Yes. 

No. 

During the course of your work with CVE, did you 

have opportunity to work with other CVE 

employees? 

Yes. 

Could you name who some of those employees 

were? 

I work with Dennis Hart, Dave Taylor, Randall 

Campbell, Donald Lynch, Mike Pride. I can’t 

remember all of them. Jay Hampton. 

Okay. 

That’s all I can remember. 

Okay. I understand. Have you also &lac 

opportunity to work with Ted Hampton? 

Yes, you know, I‘m with him, you know, I see him 

about every day, but as far as working right 
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with him I don‘t, you know. 

I understand. He’s not your immediate boss. Is 

that correct? 

Jay is. 

Jay is. Jay Hampton? 

Jay Hampton. 

I understand. During the time that you worked

There hasn‘t been an election in the time you 

were there? Is that what you’re saying? 

Not that I can recall. 

Okay. Earlier we discussed a company called 

Southeast Petroleum. Do you ever recall seeing 

any invoices from Southeast Petroleum? 

Not at this point. I’m sure I did, but . . . .  
Okay. Do you have any knowledge about the 

keeping of corporate minutes? 

No. 

Okay. Do you know who was supposed to take 

them? 

Mr. Hampton takes them. 

Mr. Hampton takes them? 

I think so, yes. 

All right. Do you 

secretary is?

Do you have any knowledge about CVE selling a 

used truck to people outside the company? Did 
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that ever happen when you were there?

While you were there 

at CVE, did the company to your knowledge ever 

sell any used trucks?

No, sir. 

You don't have any knowledge of that? 

No, sir. 

In the course of your employment with CVE have 

you ever learned of any power lines being 

constructed which were not necessary? 

No, sir. 

During the time that you worked at there CVE did 

anybody ever ask you to do anything that gave 

you any cause for concern? 

Absolutely not. 

Have you ever heard of CVE being referred to as 

Hampton Valley? 

Yes. 
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MR. COOK: 

Okay. Do you know by whom? 

Just a joke. Various people. It's a compliment 

to the Hamptons. 

Okay. Is there any concern you wanted to share 

with us today? 

Every penny is accounted for. That's my only 

statement. 

Okay. 

CROSS EXAMINATION 

BY Mr. Hauser: 

x1 I have a few questions, Robert. Do you have any 

knowledge of what the line loss situation is 

A 

with Cumberland Valley Electric? 

Yes, sir. 

x2 First of all, would you tell us what line loss 

is? 

A That's your core losses on your transformer, 

your right of way also. If your right of way is 

not in good condition, it will cause your line 

loss to be higher because it hits trees and that 

kind of thing. 

x3 Tell us, please, when line loss occurs, what 

does that do to the bottom line of a co-op or 
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any utility? 

If you have line loss, that’s power you have 

purchased that you’re not getting revenue for. 

So it’s important to reduce line loss? 

By all means. 

What is one of the cheap ways of preventing line 

loss? You may have already said that, but-- 

Good right of way. 

Explain why the right of way is important. 

As I said, if trees are in the line, then you 

lose power by them.. . .I’m not an engineer, but 
our line loss is one of the best in the state. 

I was going to ask you that in the next 

question. How does Cumberland Valley‘s line 

loss rank with other co-ops? 

If you look at our statistical profiles, you’ll 

see that we’re among the best in the state. 

Mr. Carroll, Joe Carroll appeared yesterday and 

gave testimony before this group, and he was 

asked some questions, number one, about a 

lawsuit that Cumberland Valley filed against him 

for return of certain equipment. Were you 

involved in that lawsuit in terms of assisting 
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Cumberland Valley in getting the equipment 

back? 

As I recall, I discussed it with Joe and 

encouraged him to send the equipment back. 

Did you discuss it with Joe prior to filing the 

lawsuit? Do you remember? 

I think so. I had one meeting with Joe Carroll 

after he left, and that was to talk about the 

metering and talking about the equipment I 

think. 

Do you recall when that was? If Joe left in 

July-- 

It was a week or two after. 

Let me finish. Joe left July 27, 2004. 

Okay. 

Do you recall with respect to that when you 

might have met with him? 

Not . . . .  a week to a month. 
it was. I don‘t recall. 

I’m not sure how long 

Did you ask him on behalf of Cumberland Valley 

prior to Cumberland Valley having to file a 

lawsuit against him to return the equipment? 

The best of my recollection we did. I don’t 
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remember specifically, but we did. 

Did you again talk with him after the lawsuit to 

try to get the equipment returned after the 

lawsuit had been filed? 

I don’t remember that. 

If Mr. Carroll said that the only thing he was 

waiting on was somebody to pick up, whether he 

was going to return to the equipment or whether 

somebody was going to pick the equipment up from 

Cumberland Valley, is that a truthful statement? 

Say that again, Pat. 

If Mr. Carroll stated that the only issue with 

returning the equipment was whether he was going 

to bring it back or whether somebody from 

Cumberland Valley was going to go get it, is 

that a truthful statement? 

I remember those concerns, you know. He said he 

wasn’t going to bring it and this, that and the 

other and they could come and get it. I don’t 

remember what terms and all, but I remember that 

conversation, those kinds of conversations from 

him. 

Was that the only concern that Cumberland Valley 
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had with the equipment? Let me ask you this. 

When he first left, do we know what equipment he 

had exactly? Did Cumberland Valley know? 

Did Cumberland Valley know? 

Did Cumberland Valley know what equipment he 

had? 

No, I didn’t. 

You say when you asked him to return it, he did 

not or did he say for Cumberland Valley to come 

and get it or he was just not going to return 

it? 

I don’ t recall. 

Your conversations with Joe, was he happy with 

his employment at Cumberland Valley Electric? 

Not in the last couple or three years or so. 

Why was he not happy? 

Pay related. 

What do you mean, pay related? 

He felt like he was worth more than he was 

getting paid. 

Fjere you aware at the time that he was working 

at Cumberland Valley Electric that he was 

working for other companies also? 
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A Vaguely aware, yes. 

X2 4 How vaguely aware were you? 

A I knew that he was with Hunt Technologies in 

some capacity. I don’t know the extent of it. 

X25 Who was Hunt Technologies? 

A Turtle AMR, vendors. 

X2 6 To the extent of his work for Hunt Technologies, 

your testimony today is you didn’t know what all 

he was doing for Hunt? 

A No, I have no idea. 

X2 7 You mentioned metering, and specifically I want 

to ask you some questions about the commercial 

meter. Was Joe responsible for that? 

A Yes, he was. 

X2 8 Is that part of what your responsibility is or 

was while you were an employee of Cumberland 

Valley Electric, seeing that the billing was 

done accurately? 

Yes. A 

X2 9 Did any problems arise or come to your attention 

with respect to the three phase and I believe 

it’s called, with the three phase commercial 

metering ? 
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Yes I sir. 

Can you explain what those problems were? 

We discovered that we were only being billed for 

two-thirds of the amount of the usage on 

various, on about nineteen or twenty accounts. 

These were commercial accounts? 

That’s correct. 

So what you’re saying is that the usage that was 

coming to Cumberland Valley for which a bill was 

generated was only two-thirds of what was 

actually being used? 

That’s correct. 

How did that come to occur? 

Throsgh research we found that the meters were 

programmed wrong. 

Do you know when those meters were programmed 

roughly? 

Off and on every time an account got turned on 

or off and on every period of time. 

Who was responsible for programming those 

meters? 

Joe Carroll. 

Do you know what the total amount lost was at 
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the worst case scenario when you discovered this 

and started checking the accounts? How much did 

it cost Cumberland Valley Electric for these 

mistakes on the metering? 

A Well, the final tally was three hundred and 

twenty-nine thousand dollars. 

x37 Were efforts made by you and on behalf of 

Cumberland Valley to collect those funds? 

A Wefre still in the process of collecting. We 

visited with those customers or I did along with 

Mr. Atkins and we talked with them arid set up 

payment plans. It’s a very difficult process, 

but everything is going good right now. 

X38 Are you still in the process of collecting 

them? 

A Yes, we are. 

x39 Do you know how much youfve been able to recoup 

from these losses? 

A Over half of it. 

MR. HAUSER: I think thatfs all. 

MS. MITCHELL : I have no questions. 

MR. HOWARD: I have just a few. 
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CROSS EXAMINATION 

BY Mr. Howard: 

x1 Are you aware that Joe Carroll testified that he 

had an agreement with Hunt and that he had 

apprized Mr. Ted Hampton about the employment 

with Hunt? 

A I have no idea about that. 

x2 Are you aware that Joe Carroll disputes his 

responsibility for the three phase billing 

error? 

A I didn’t know it. 

x3 When did the billing error take place regardless 

of fault?

Hauser to produce, we would like him to 

also produce it to the Public Service 

Commission. 

MR. HAUSER: I mean, is it going to be 

simpler that we do a formal thing? That 

way.. . 
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MS. MITCHELL: When you do your letter 

send it in it'll go to the record and 

then when you comply it'll go in the 

record.

HAUSER: Note my objection, not to 

tha, question but to generally he's 

testify--he's testifying as this is a 

document he said is a screen print. It 

is not a document, there's another 
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document I'm assuming that is the 

original. To that extent just note it. 
Okay. You can go ahead and answer it. 

It appears to be a little more than nine thousand. 

Okay, alright. And let me just make sure 

I put these back in order so we don't 

lose those. Do you have any knowledge 

regarding any address that was listed for 

SECC? 

That was a topic that came up in our office during 

the time that was happening. Initially there was 

no address at all on the accounts payable address 

file. Then I think Robert Prevatte may have 

mentioned something about that not looking 

appropriate or something and then I think a P. 0. 

box was placed on that address. 

Okay, so a P. 0. box at some point later 

in time was added, and to what was it 

added? Was it to the computer. .. 
Yes, sir. 

... system? 
Yes, sir. 

Okay. Tell me a little bit about this 

computer system. Would this be the 

system that kept track of the books, the 
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payments and that kind of thing? 

It would be. That file there is just a vendor file 

that would have name, address. 

Okay, so... 

Of where you submit with your payments to. 

Vendors meaning any kind of contractors, 

anybody who did any business with CVE? 

All vendors, yes, sir. 

That was kept track on the computer 

system? 

That is correct. 

And do you have any knowledge about to whom that 

0. box belonged that was later came to be 

identified with SECC? 

I assumed it belonged to Karen and John Rex 

Hampton. 

Was there anything that caused you to 

make that assumption? 

Yeah, we--1 saw that P. 0. box before, so. 

before and in what And so you saw that P. 0 .  box 

capacity? 

Maybe a payroll records or th 

something. 

t thing or 

So was it the same P. 0 .  box that Karen 

Hampton has used previously, is that what 
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A 

you're saying? 

That's my understanding, yeah. 

Do you have any knowledge of whether anybody ever 

witnessed a CVE employee or officer ever picking 

SECC's mail at that P. 0. box? 

I do not. 

I want to show you another document. 

This was previously entered as Exhibit 

No. 3 .  I just want to show that to you 

and see if you can identify that. 

Yes, sir, that's a Cumberland Valley accounts 

payable check. 

Okay, and to whom is it made payable? 

SECC. 

Okay, and who signed the check? 

It's signed by Wayne Bryant and Robert Prevatte. 

Would it be the normal course of their 

responsibilities to sign such a check? 

It would. 

And what is the amount of that check? 

Two thousand five hundred and ten dollars and 

forty-five cents ($2,510.45). 

And there on page two to what you just 

turned, on the back what does it say? 

It says SECC. 
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Alright, thank you. Do you have any 

knowledge regarding an entity known as 

Southeast Petroleum, Inc.? 

Yes, sir, I've saw the name before. 

Okay. Do you have any knowledge about who runs 

that entity? 

I assume it's owned by Ted Hampton, maybe his 

brother; Karen. 

Do you have--tell me what kind of facts 

you base that assumption on? 

MR. HAUSER: Excuse me, did you say it 

was owned by Ted Hampton? Is that the 

answer? 

MR. COOK: I think he said that he 

assumed that it was owned by ... 
Yeah, I assume it's owned by Ted Hampton. 

Or Karen, is that what you said? 

Karen, Ted, they all had interactions there with 

Southeast Transportation. 

I'd like to just show you another 

document here was entered as... 

MR. HAUSER: The question was about 

Southeast Petroleum. I want to make sure 

we get this right. 

MR. COOK: Sure, go right ahead. 
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MR. HAUSER: You asked about Southeast 

Petroleum. 

MR. COOK: Petroleum. 

MR. HAUSER: And he said he thought Ted 

owned it, but and then he said he thought 

that Ted owned Southeast Transportation. 

So I mean, we're talking two different 

things here. Just make sure we get ... 
MR. HOWARD: If you can clarify 

what--yeah, clarify what entity 

you're talking about. 

Yeah, and we're going to go into this in more 

detail in the next few questions. There are two 

entities I'm going to ask you about, and one is 

called Southeast Petroleum. 

Okay. 

And another one is called Southeast 

Transportation. 

Okay. 

Okay? So I'm going to ask you in turn 

about both, and right now I'm just going 

to as about the Petroleum, Southeast 

Petroleum. 

Okay. 

And wondering if you--you said that you assumed

I thought we were talking about Transportation. 

Okay. 

Southeast Petroleum, I know Ted's brother had 

dealings with that company. He drove a truck in 

there that had that name on the side of it so I 

would assume that.. . 
Ted's brother would be who? 

John, John Hampton. 

John Rex Hampton? 

That's correct. 

Okay. I'd like to show you this exhibit which was 

previously entered as Attorney General No. 4 ,  and 

about midway down through there I think it 

identifies one of the Hamptons that's the 

registered agent, is that correct? 

That's correct. 

Is that John Rex Hampton? 

That's what it says. 

Okay. 

MR. HAUSER: Generally note my objection 

to this witness's ability to testify 

about the computer print-out from the 

Secretary of State's office. 

And do you know--do you have any personal 
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knowledge about whether J. R. Hampton 

was--the extent of his involvement with 

Southeast Petroleum? 

Other than seeing trucks come, maybe when we--1 

think in the past we may have purchased fuel from 

Southeast Petroleum. 

Okay. Do you have any idea how long that 

relationship may have been going on about 

the purchasing of fuel? 

I could not give you a time frame on that. I know 

it was for a period of time and then it ceased. 

Okay. Do you have any knowledge about 

whether CVE at a time it purchased fuel 

from various vendors, whether they ever 

received any bids, whether they ever 

placed any bids out? 

I do not know that. 

Have you ever heard of an entity known as 

Southeast Petro Mart? And I'm not sure 

if that's one word or two. 

I can't--I can't say for sure, that may have been 

the gas station up on 25E in Barbourville. I don't 

recall that for sure though. 

Do you have any idea as whereabouts on 

25E? 
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It's near the red light at the bridge going toward 

the direction of Pineville, there's a small station 

there on the right. I can't recall if that was the 

exact name of that station or not, but... 

Okay. 

... that's the only thing I can think of that may be 
close to that name. 

Did it have like a brand name? Was it 

affiliated in any way like with a 

national company or... 

I remember Conoco being on several things there 

that had Southeast Petroleum on it. 

Okay, okay. And now as we discussed, I'm 

going to ask you if you know anything 

about Southeast Transport. 

Again, that's my understanding that Ted had some 

ownership in that company. 

Okay. Do you know whether any CVE employees ever 

worked on or serviced any Southeast Transportation 

trucks? 

I know that trucks were on Cumberland Valley 

Electric property and I know they were working on 

them down there. As to who done what, I do not 

know that. 

So you saw, you personally saw Southeast 
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Transportation trucks on CVE property, is 

that correct? 

Yes. 

Okay. And do you know about what times 

of day they would be on the property of 

CVE? 

All times of day. 

Do you know whether they--people working on the 

Southeast trucks used CVE tools and equipment? 

I do not know what they used. I know they were 

there at the garage area. As to whether they 

grabbed tools and used those, I don't have that 

knowledge, I do not know. 

Do you know whether one of the 

individuals who may have worked on the 

Southeast trucks was William McCuen? 

He was there a lot. Whether he actually did any 

work on the trucks, again, I--1 can't answer that 

question. 

Okay, alright. Do you know of any 

information that would show in other ways 

that Southeast Transportation employees 

were present on CVE property during CVE's 

business hours? 

Well, those trucks came in quite often, so I would 
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assume lots of employees saw them going in and out. 

Was there an incident where someone was 

in jured? 

Yes, sir, I do recall that. 

Who was that, who was injured? 

John Rex Hampton was injured. 

Okay, and how was he injured? 

I can tell you what was reported, what was told to 

me. 

Okay. 

The story was that he was under a trailer of a 

truck, I guess doing some work maybe or something, 

and his brother Elbert climbed into the cab to pull 

the truck forward and I guess and ran over part of 

his leg or something. 

Do you know--do you know who the truck was owned 

by? 

I would assume it was one of Southeast 

Transportation's trucks. 

Okay. Do you know of any photos or 

evidence that might depict CVE employees 

doing any work on non-CVE owned vehicles? 

There's a video tape that exists of trucks going in 

and out of the lot. I don't recall seeing any CVE 

employees actually doing any work on a vehicle. 
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Okay, so  tell me again what the video 

shows . 
You can see trucks and you can see people walking 

around in the garage area. 

And do you know who these--are they CVE 

trucks or who were they owned by? 

Well, it was a tractor and trailer truck with the 

hood pulled down. 

Well, does CVE own any tractor trailer... 

Not to my knowledge. 

Okay, alright. And do you know where 

this video tape is? 

Yes, sir. 

Where is it? 

It's on a computer at Cumberland Valley's offices. 

Okay. And do you know whose computer 

this is? 

Yes, sir. 

Who? 

It's on mine. 

On your computer. So if we were to ask 

you through Mr. Hauser to produce a copy 

of this tape, could that be done somehow 

on some sort of media, maybe a CD or a 

DVD? 
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I think s o .  

Okay, we'd like to see if we can get a 

copy of that then. 

MR. HOWARD: Mr. Hauser, do I need to ask 

for a subpoena duces tecum or would you 

and your utility company be willing to 

provide that to us? 

MR. HAUSER: You just send me--send us a 

letter. 

MR. HOWARD: I'll send you a letter, 

okay. Thank you. 

Mr. Tolliver, do you know who performed bookkeeping 

for Southeast Transportation? 

I do not. 

And do you have any knowledge of what 

sorts of items Southeast Transportation 

trucks would transport? 

I do not. 

I just wanted to make sure I'm clear. Do 

you know whether any Southeast 

Transportation employees ever came onto-- 

came--let me rephrase that. Whether they 

ever came into CVE's business offices? 

I would assume so. I saw guys come in and get 

checks and that type thing from Karen. I would 
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Q

assume they would be employees of that company. I 

saw them driving those trucks. 

You saw Karen Hampton giving checks to 

Southeast Transportation employees? 

I would assume that was a Southeast Transportation 

employee, he... 

MR. HAUSER: Note my objection just--and 

it's an ongoing objection and I want it 

to relate back if I haven't objected 

every time. We've got a lot of testimony 

about assumptions, and I--you know, 

either you know or you don't know, and I 

don't, you know, want the record to be 

full of assumptions. This goes back to 

Mr. Carroll too. Either you know the 

answer or you don't know the answer, 

but.. . 
MR. HOWARD: We understand the objection, 

Mr. Hauser, and what we are getting to is 

to the other names of folks that can't 

ultimately step forward to avoid the 

hearsay. Furthermore, insofar as the 

Secretary of State documents, we'll be 

able to get administrative notice before 

the Commission on that. We're not going 
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to try to explore assumptions because we 

understand that we have to get to the 

evidentiary basis. So I understand... 

MR. HAUSER: Well, I haven't objected 

every time. I don't want to belabor this 

any longer than we already have. 

MR. HOWARD: Thank you for your 

indulgence. 

Back to the--you said that--let me make 

sure we can clarify this. Okay, did you 

actually see Karen Hampton issuing checks 

to.. . 
I didn't--I'll tell you what I saw, was John 

Partin's son, who is a former employee there at 

Cumberland Valley, from what I gather from talking 

to the other people he was actually working for 

them, maybe driving a truck. 

Them meaning Southeast Transportation? 

That is correct. I have saw him come into the 

office looking for his check, and he would go to 

Karen, and that's what I witnessed, that's all I-- 

that's all I know about it. As to whether or not 

he actually worked for them.. . 
Okay. 

... I don't know. 
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So you yourself actually witnessed John Partin, is 

that his name? 

That was the employee, I don't recall what his 

son's name was, but I recognize him when I see him. 

Oh, okay, so you don't know his--it was 

actually John Partin's son who came onto 

the--into the office? 

I have saw that, yes. 

And so you don't recall the son's first 

Do you know how to spell that last name? 

Okay. 

name. 

P-a-r-,-i-n. 

T-i-n, okay. 

REPORTER: P-a-r-t-i-n? 

I think so. 

And you saw the son of Mr. Partin come 

into the office and go to Karen Hampton 

and you heard him asking, can I have my 

check or something to that effect? 

I don't recall if he asked it or she said he came 

to get his check or--1 don't recall... 

The exact context? 

The exact conversation, but that's in just w..at 

transpired to my knowledge and from what I saw, and 

what I was told I guess. I don't recall if it was 

Karen that mentioned something about it or I heard 
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him say something about it or if one of the ladies 

up front said something about it when he came in 

and asked to speak to someone. I don't recall 

that. 

So you weren't, for instance, right in 

the same room, you didn't piece together 

all this just from your personal 

knowledge, you're saying that through 

several other sources you were able to 

piece this together that he had come in 

looking for his check? 

No, I actually witnessed the biggest part of that. 

I saw him come in... 

Oh, okay. 

... the front door, I saw him go back to the office. 
I don't recall who said what about the check, but 

no, there's nobody telling me that. 

Okay, I understand. So about the time that he came 

onto the property, was this during CVE's normal 

business operating hours? 

Yes, sir. 

And had you ever witnessed anything like 

that previously, either before or after? 

Did you ever witness anybody driving a 

non-CVE owned truck coming into the 
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business office looking for anything? 

He's the only one that I remember coming in to have 

any type of dealings like that inside the office. 

There were people down at the warehouse that I 

didn't know who they were or what they were there 

for. May have been totally unrelated, but he's the 

only one I recall coming into Cumberland Valley 

off ices. 

Okay, alright. And do you know whether 

Southeast Transportation ever conducted 

any business with CVE? 

I don't recall ever paying them anything through 

the accounts payable system. 

Okay. 

That I can recall. 

Fair enough. And to the best of your 

knowledge--okay, you may have answered 

this, but let me just ask it anyway. To 

the best of your knowledge did CVE ever 

make any payments to Southeast 

Transportation for any reason? 

Not to my knowledge. 

Okay. Do you have any knowledge of an entity 

called Knox Auto Parts? 

Yes, sir. 
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How did you come to know about Knox Auto 

Parts? 

When I was first employed at Cumberland Valley, one 

of my initial responsibilities was paying bills. At 

that point in time that would have been probably 

1990, '91. We paid a lot of bills to Knox Auto 

Parts, so that's how I first became familiar with 

that entity. 

Okay. Do you know what kinds of business 

CVE conducted with Knox Auto Parts? 

We purchased things like batteries, alternators, 

boxes of rags, just miscellaneous type items that 

you would use on trucks and vehicles and that type 

thing. 

Okay. Do you have any knowledge regarding 

about how much business in rough dollar 

figures was transacted, say on a monthly 

basis between the two? 

Three to four thousand dollars per month on average 

probably, somewhere in that neighborhood. 

And I understand that's just an approximation on 

your part. 

That is correct. 

Do you know, do you have any knowledge 

about whether the amount of business 
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conducted between the two entities 

fluctuated to a great extent on a month 

by month basis? 

It stayed about the same most of the time. 

I'd like to show you a document that was 

previously entered as Attorney General 

No. 6, and this comes again from a 

Kentucky Secretary--oh, I'm sorry, change 

that to Attorney General No. 5 .  It comes 

from the Kentucky Secretary of State web 

site again, and I'd like to show that to 

you. And do you see about two-thirds of 

the way down there the name John Rex 

Hampton? 

Yes, sir. 

And is he listed as a director and 

incorporator? 

Yes, sir. 

Alright, I thank you. I think you 

mentioned that Knox purchased things like 

batteries, auto parts, is that correct? 

That is correct. 

Alright. And were these products that 

only Knox Auto Parts could procure or 

they required some sort of special 
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expertise that only Knox possessed? 

I would assume not. It was common, common items. 

Did you see, for instance did you see 

anything that was specialized equipment 

for use in the utility industry? 

I think on occasion we would buy things like 

conduit, that type of thing for certain types of 

installations. I'm not sure exactly what we did 

with it, if it was metering type work or what, that 

we would buy some conduit on occasion. 

Okay, I understand. And with regard to 

the products that Knox Auto Parts 

provided to CVE, do you know whether 

there was a bidding process? 

I do not know that. I don't recall any bidding 

process. 

You don't recall any bidding process, but 

you don't know either? 

I do not know for a fact. 

Okay, I understand. Do you know anything 

about an individual named Steve Hampton? 

Yes, sir. 

Does he bear any relationship with Ted Hampton? 

He is Elbert Hampton's son, and Elbert is Ted's 

brother. 
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Okay. Did Steve Hampton ever play any 

role in Knox Auto Parts? 

I think he ran Knox Auto Parts for a period of 

time. I don't recall how long. 

Okay. Do you know whether Steve Hampton 

owned Knox Auto Parts? 

I do not know how the ownership was set up. 

Okay, alright. And do you know f o r  how 

long the business relationship between 

Knox Auto Parts and CVE lasted? 

It went on for many years. I would assume 

point in time they probably divested their 

in that maybe at that point in time. 

Do you know when the relationship ended? 

I do not know the specific date, no. 

Do you know whether there was any event 

that caused the relationship to end? 

at some 

interest 

I do not know that. I know Steve Hampton became an 

employee at Cumberland Valley about that time, but 

as to an event that may have caused that to end, I 

do not know. 

So if I understand you correctly, Steve 

Hampton became employed at CVE at about 

the same time, roughly the same time that 

the relationship between Knox Auto Parts 
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and CVE ended, is that correct? 

I think so, shortly thereafter. 

Okay. Do you have any knowledge of where 

CVE's records regarding its transactions 

with Knox Auto Parts would be kept? 

Any transactions going back probably longer than 

four or five years would either be in the basement 

of engineering building or we have a large metal 

building that we have records stored against one 

wall. I would assume if they hadn't been discarded 

in some manner that they would be there. 

Okay. So the layout then of the office 

is that there's the main office building 

and it has a basement? 

The main building does not have a basement, it has 

a vault where we keep a certain amount of records, 

usually going back maybe four to five years. 

Because of space limitations we have to move those 

records out, and we did store quite a few of them 

in the basement of the engineering building, and 

then that became full and we actually moved a lot 

down to a metal building down in the warehouse 

area. 

So sounds like they could be in three 

places, in the vault in the main office 
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building and in the engineering building 

itself in the basement, and then where 

was the third place? 

There's a metal building down in the warehouse area 

that's.. . 
Okay. 

That has boxes stored. 

Okay, alright. And do you know whether 

the records of CVE's transactions between 

Knox Auto Parts, whether they still 

exist? 

I do not know that. 

Have you ever heard of any statements to the effect 

that these records could easily be destroyed? 

No, I don't recall anybody making any statements 

that they could easily be destroyed, but they 

probably could be. I know on occasions we've 

cleaned stuff out. So it would be easy to destroy 

those records if you wanted to, but I don't recall 

anyone saying that. 

Okay, alright. I think you mentioned 

previously Elbert Hampton. 

any dealings with Elbert Hampton 

yourself? 

He worked at Cumberland Valley for a number of 

Did you have 
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years until he retired. I'm not sure what year he 

actually retried in. I started in 1990, so he was 

an employee there several years during the time I 

was there. 

And if I understand your testimony 

correctly, that Elbert is Ted Hampton's 

brother? 

That's my understanding. 

Do you know, is Elbert also on the board 

of directors at CVE? 

Yes, sir. 

Do you know who Elbert replaced on the 

CVE board? 

I think he replaced Roy Ferguson. 

Roy Ferguson. Do you know why that 

replacement occurred? 

Roy Ferguson I think had a stroke and became unable 

to serve in his board capacity, so I would assume 

that that's the circumstances that led to needing a 

new director. 

Okay. Did Elbert Hampton play any role 

in Knox Auto Parts? 

Other than his son running the business I'm not 

sure what hand he had in managing or running Knox 

Auto Parts. 
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Okay. So you would not know whether 

Elbert was an employee or an officer or a 

director? 

I do not know that. 

Okay, I understand. Do you know whether 

Elbert Hampton was ever involved in any 

other businesses? 

I don't recall any that I can think of. 

Okay. I'd like to show you a copy of a 

document previously entered as Attorney 

General No. 6, and this again comes from 

the Kentucky Secretary of State web site. 

It's publicly available. Do you see 

about halfway down there who the 

president was identified as? 

Yes, sir. 

Elbert Hampton, is that correct? 

That is correct. 

To your--1 mean, would you have any 

reason to believe that that is not the 

Elbert Hampton that once worked with CVE? 

No reason not to believe, no, sir. 

Okay, we had discussed that Elbert--is 

Elbert still a member of the board of 

directors? 
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Yes, sir. 

And that he once was also an employee of 

Cumberland Valley, is that correct? 

That is correct. 

Do you know whether there was ever any 

overlap between the two? At the same 

time that he was an employee was he also 

on the board? 

He came in and filled in for Jay Hampton I think 

when he was a board of director, maybe for a week 

when Jay was on vacation, and he actually received 

pay for that I think, if I recall. 

Okay, so this time that he filled in for 

Jay Hampton, was this when Jay Hampton 

was on the board of directors? 

Jay was an employee at Cumberland Valley Electric. 

Oh, I see. Okay, I'm sorry, I just 

wanted to make sure. So at the time when 

Elbert was a member of the board of 

directors of CVE he filled in as an 

employee of CVE while Jay Hampton was 

away temporarily, is that correct? 

That would be... 

Am I understanding correct? 

That would be a fair statement. 
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Okay. Do you know whether CVE rules 

allow for this type of activity? 

I do not know. 

Okay, alright, fair enough. Do you have any 

knowledge of Elbert Hampton receiving payments from 

CVE for construction work he performed? 

No, sir. 

Have you ever witnessed or otherwise 

learned of Elbert Hampton filling his 

personal vehicle with CVE gasoline? 

No, sir. 

Okay. Have you ever seen Elbert Hampton 

leaving the CVE warehouse with his arms 

full of materials and placing them into 

his personal vehicle? 

No, sir. 

Have you ever heard of an entity named 

Hubbs Creek? 

I may recall the name, but I don't have--1 don't 

know anything about Hubbs Creek. 

Do you have any idea whether that entity 

might do any business with CVE? 

I could not say for sure about that. 

Are you aware of an entity known as Air 

Gas? 
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No, sir. 

Okay. You've never heard of that 

business? 

I may have heard the term, but I don't know 

anything about Air Gas. 

Okay. So you've never heard of a 

business called Air Gas? 

No, sir. 

Okay, alright. Do you have any 

knowledge regarding work that CVE 

conducted that may have been unnecessary? 

I just know the general conversation among 

employees over the years as to the construction 

work we may have been doing and whether or not they 

thought it was actually needed or not. I do not 

have a personal--1 don't go out into the field, so 

I don't get to see what's actually being done. 

So you base that on conversation you've 

heard among other employees? 

Yes, sir. 

Was there ever any kind of general 

consensus about whether some of the work 

that CVE did was unnecessary? 

I think so. 

And what was that general consensus? 
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A Well, just from talking to engineers and staking 

guys, we were always concerned about keeping 

everyone busy as far as contractors and finding 

things for them to do. So just in general 

conversation with engineers and staking guys, they 

seemed to have to try to find--find the work to 

keep those guys busy, so just from that general 

mention, those general terms you would think that 

there was probably some work being done that maybe 

we didn't have to do, work that could be put off 

into the future sometime. 

Q Okay. Do you have any idea of what kind 

of work this might have involved? 

A I would assume construction of power lines and that 

type thing. 

Q You say you assume. Do you have any 

facts to base that assumption on? 

A I can just tell you what I've been showed and what 

I've been told. I don't have any personal facts. 

I know Joe Carroll has drove me out to lines and 

showed me three phase power lines that he told me 

in his opinion that we did not need and didn't have 

to build, but he said also that that was--you don't 

know the circumstances on why somebody would do 

that or--but he has showed me things like that in

Okay. 

Now, my knowledge does not--1 could not tell you if 

that line was needed or not because I do not have 

the knowledge to back that up, but I assume that 

did. 

You do not have the technical expertise, 

you're not an engineer? 

That is correct. 

Okay, thank you. Mr. Tolliver, we know 

from our written discovery that CVE 

obtains at least part of its funding from 

RUS loans. Do you have any knowledge 

concerning what the proceed from those 

loans are spent on? 

Those proceeds would be spent on power line 

construction and just the general operating of 

Cumberland Valley's business. 

Okay, I understand. And in the course of 

building--in the course of power line 

construction would that also involve 

right-of-way clearing? 

Yes, sir. 

And is it--is my understanding correct 

that all of CVE's right-of-way clearing

regarding a power line that was run to a 

cabin off of Red Bird Road? 

I do not. 

If I mention the name J. B. Johnson, does 

that mean anything to you? 

Yes. 

What does it mean to you? 

J. B. Johnson used to be our Cumber 

attorney I think before Pat Hauser. 

Okay. 

and Valley's 

And I've met him on several occasions and... 

Do you know whether CVE ever performed 

any work on--running any lines to any 

property that he may have owned? 

I do not know that. 

Okay. Do you know anything about the 

laying of a power line to a school under 

the Whitley County School System? 

No, sir. 

In the course of your employment with CVE 

have you ever learned of any power lines 
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being laid in which part of the work 

should have been charged to a customer? 

I'm not personally aware of that. 

When you say you're not personally aware, 

have you heard from other people? 

There may have been comments made over the years 

about different little things like that, but I have 

no personal knowledge of it. 

Okay, alright. Have you ever attended a CVE annual 

meeting and board of directors election? 

I have. 

Okay. Do you have any knowledge 

regarding how an individual comes to be 

on the CVE board of directors? 

I would assume they would have to be nominated. 

Who does the nominating? 

It would be a nominating committee. 

Okay. Is there also an election? 

We've never had an election. We use proxies 

what we have used in the past. I guess... 

Whose proxies were they? 

it's 

Well, it's a piece of paper which I guess the 

member declares that if he signs this piece of 

paper that counts as his vote. I don't know much 

about the process or how it has worked in the past, 
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but I know someone would get nominated and the next 

thing you know they would be on the board, so I'm 

not sure how that process normally transpired. 

Okay. So if I understand correctly, the 

proxies of CVE members is what 

determines--in the election what 

determines who's going to be on the 

board? 

That's my understanding. 

Okay. At the annual meetings that you 

attended, did you ever hear any 

announcements being made to CVE members 

that it was time for the election of 

board of directors members? 

1 don't recall ever hearing that, no. 

At the annual meetings are there any ballot boxes 

made available to accept votes? 

I don't recall that, but I don't know for sure. 

I understand that, appreciate your 

willingness to explain the extent of your 

knowledge. Do you have any knowledge 

about the keeping of CVE corporate 

mi nu tes ? 

Just from the standpoint of what I witnessed there 

and I've been to a few board meetings, and of 
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course, my father served on that board for many 

years. 

Yes. 

From that standpoint I can tell you what I know. 

Go ahead and explain what you know about 

the process. 

The manager would normally write down the minutes 

during the board meeting. 

The manager being who? 

Ted Hampton. 

Okay. 

And then maybe the next day he would sit down with 

his secretarv and those would aet tmed UD in 
written format. 

Do you know whether there was a corporate 

secretary who attended the meetings also? 

Not to my knowledge. I'm sure one of the board 

members was the secretary, but I don't recall 

anyone else ever taking down any notes or anything 

like that. 

Okay. Do you know have any recollection 

of CVE truck N o .  61? 

No, sir. 

Are you aware of a time when CVE may have 

sold a truck to someone outside the 
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company? 

I don't recall anything about truck No. 61. 

have sold several trucks over the years to 

different people. 

Okay. Are you aware of a time when a 

truck may have been involved in an 

accident and just prior to the time it 

was involved in an accident a new engine 

was installed? 

No, sir. 

Have you ever seen any former CVE trucks 

on CVE property after they were sold to 

somebody else? 

1 don't recall. 

Okay. Do you have any knowledge 

concerning the company adding money to 

work projects? 

We 

Can you explain what you mean by adding money? 

You had testified earlier that you had heard from 

other people in the field that engineers and 

staking people that they were under pressure to add 

money to projects, is that correct? 

That is correct. 

Do you have any personal knowledge of whether the 

company inflated the costs of construction 
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projections? 

I don't know of any way that we inflated the costs 

of construction projects, other than the fact of 

the question of whether they needed to be done or 

not. I don't know of any way that we--that I 

recall us inflating costs or anything like that. 

Okay. Are there other relatives of Ted 

Hampton's who either currently are or 

ever have worked for CVE? 

Yes, sir. 

Could you say who they are? 

I can try. 

Okay. 

You've got Karen Hampton, that's Ted's sister-in- 

law; Steve Hampton, which I guess Ted's his uncle; 

Jay Hampton, it's Ted's first cousin. 

Okay. And Elbert? 

Elbert Hampton is a member of the board of 

directors. 

We discussed John Rex, and you don't believe he's 

ever been employed by CVE, is that... 

Not to my knowledge. I don't know that for a fact 

though. 

Okay. Any other Hamptons you can think 

of? 
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There's been a few part-time people over the years. 

I don't recall all the names, but there's been 

probably two or three that I can think of. 

During the course of your employment with 

CVE did anyone ever ask you to do 

anything that you questioned or gave you 

cause for concern? 

I was never directly asked to do anything that I 

did not want to do. Things such as that check that 

you presented to me earlier with SECC, that did 

come across my desk and I did not want to sign my 

name on that check because it did not look like a 

normal piece--like a normal invoice would look, and 

I think Wayne Bryant actually approved that 

payment, but during that period of time I was 

probably paying the majority of the bills, but... 

Okay, so... 

But I've never been asked to do anything that I-- 

you know. 

Let me just make sure I understand correctly. You 

said with regards to this check, are you referring 

to Attorney General Exhibit No. 3, is that the 

check you were referencing? 

Yes, sir. 

Okay, and you're saying that that check 
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came across your desk for payment, is 

that correct? 

The invoice, which was a plain white piece of 

paper. 

The invoice for it? 

With some descriptions typed on it and just a--just 

the words that said total and amount. 

So just the total and amount, it didn't 

say the nature of the work on the 

invoice? 

It had descriptions like worked on radio, 

changed ... 
Oh, okay. 

... oil, that type thing. 
Okay. So during the normal course of 

your business duties there at CVE, did 

you ever--was it your responsibility to 

sign off on checks of this nature? 

Yes, sir, it was--like I said, I paid a lot of the 

accounts payable invoices as well as Wayne Bryant. 

That's just one particular one that I just passed 

on to him. 

And tell me why you passed it on. 

It just didn't look right. It... 

By right, you mean it did not look 
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appropriate? 

Well, a normal invoice it's usually pre-printed. 

This was on a white piece of plain typing paper. 

Did it have the name of the vendor on it? 

It had SECC at the top. 

Okay. 

So I just--1 didn't know if anything would ever 

come of it in the future, but I just didn't want 

to--1 just didn't want to put my initials on there. 

Was the invoice signed by anybody, or did 

it have anybody's name on it, an 

individual name? 

I don't think so. 

Can you think of anything else during the 

course of your employment at CVE where 

anybody asked you to do something that 

gave you cause for concern? 

No, sir. 

Have you ever heard of CVE being referred 

to as Hampton Valley? 

Yes, sir. 

In what context? 

Just general talk amongst employees. 

Is there any other concern you would like 

to share with us?

Mr. Hampton did have 

to leave to go to a funeral. Would there be 

anything in any of the questions asked by counsel

No, sir. 

Thank you. Now, you say you have been 

employed since 19 what, ' g o ?  

That is correct. 

Was this your first job out of college? 

Pretty much, first substantial job out of college. 

What did you do before that? 

I worked down in Florida at a golf store, just 

miscellaneous jobs like that. 

So you want to say this is your first 

real job after college? 

I would say that, yes, sir. 

Are you a CPA? 

No, sir. 

You've got a degree in accounting? 

My degree's in business administration. 

Okay. Is it true that the employees, 

including yourself, of Cumberland Valley 

Electric take great pride in the fact 

that they--that it has been able to 

maintain its rates at a low level for a 

long time? 
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Yes, sir. 

Do you in fact, have you even bragged 

about that, going to meetings throughout 

the state and the country about the low 

rates that Cumberland Valley Electric 

has? 

I'm not one to brag, but that would be mentioned, 

yes, sir. 

As part of your position now do you take 

part in some of the decisions in the 

office there at Cumberland Valley 

Electric? 

Robert Pravette, who was our previous office 

manager, who is probably still an active employee, 

I guess he's on vacation and that type thing until 

he gets his time in, he's been gone about a month, 

and I assumed his responsibilities. 

So the answer to the question would be 

yes you do? 

Yes, sir. 

Prior to that did you--did anybody consult with you 

about any decisions or... 

What type of decisions? 

Just office decisions, just things that go on in 

the office, just routine... 
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Maybe if we needed to purchase a certain computer 

or need a processor machine we would talk about 

that, Wayne Bryant, Robert Pravette and myself. 

Anytime there was something like that going on or a 

new computer system, we had to make a transition or 

something, we would all discuss things like that. 

I think you've already testified to, but 

I just wanted to follow up with it. The 

entire time that you worked at Cumberland 

Valley Electric from 1990 until the 

present, you've never been asked to do 

anything you felt was improper or 

illegal, have you? 

I have not been asked to do anything personally, 

no, sir. 

Do you know of anybody else that's been 

asked to do anything improper or illegal? 

As regard to Joe Carroll, I know he worked very 

hard on a work plan there for many years. I think 

Ted wanted some things in that work plan that Joe 

did not feel comfortable with. Now, whether or not 

he was asked to put them in there and he turned him 

down, I'm not sure what the details of that 

conversation were, but that's--that's one thing 

that comes to mind as far as being asked to do 
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something that you may not want to do. 

Other than that, anybody else? Joe's 

already testified about that. 

knowledge anyone else? 

You'll have to ask them that. I--1 do not know if 

they.. . 
I'm just asking if you know. 

I do not know. 

Alright. So the answer's no, you don't 

know.. . 
That's correct. 

Shelton Construction Company, you ever heard of 

Shelton Construction Company? 

Yes , sir. 
What do they do? 

They do power line construction. 

Do they do work for Cumberland Valley 

Electric? 

Yes , sir. 
Do you know if that's part of the bid process too, 

do you know how that works? 

I don't know the details of the bid process. I 

know that on occasion when those bids would come 

due, I don't know how they obtained the bids, Ted 

would call Wayne Bryant back to his office and they 

To your 
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would develop a list, and I know that the manager's 

secretary would type it up. That's about my extent 

of knowledge as far as how the bid process took 

place. 

You--there's an exhibit here, I believe 

it is 1 to the--Exhibit 1 about check-- 

summary of the four--what has a summary 

of four checks written to Ronnie Corey. 

Yes, sir. 

Most of the testimony dealt with the 

bulldozer or long track dozer and a--a 

long track dozer I think most of the 

testimony dealt with. To your knowledge 

did that have a bush-hog on it? I think 

you testified to that. 

There was one on it, or there was one attached to 

it. 

Was it--to your knowledge was that used 

in the right-of-way? 

I have no idea. I really do not know. 

Okay, I thought maybe you testified that it had 

been used, but you don't know whether it was used 

or not? 

I don't know what we used it for, if we used it for 

construction or if we used it for right-of-way. I 
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would assume since it had a bush-hog attached to 

it, you would use it for right-of-way. 

Did you see it leave the yard to go to be 

worked--used, to be used in the... 

I know it was there quite often. It sat there for 

many, many months. We would pass it every day 

going to lunch, and then sometimes it would be 

gone, but it was--it was probably there more than 

it was gone. 

So it was used, I mean off the yard some? 

It was. 

So if someone said it never left the 

yard, that wouldn't be accurate, would 

it? 

It was gone some, but the majority of the time it 

was on the lot. 

There's also mention of some items that 

were--and you paid payables from Knox 

Auto Parts, is that correct? 

Pardon? 

You also mentioned that there--you gave testimony 

earlier that Cumberland Valley Electric bought 

items, batteries I believe, alternators, auto 

parts, miscellaneous equipment from Knox Auto 

Parts? 
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That's correct. 

And then you paid some of the--paid some 

of the bills? 

Yes, sir. 

Averaged around three to four thousand 

dollars a month or something like that. 

Do you have any personal knowledge of any 

equipment or items on there that were 

wrong priced, high, something that's out 

of line or not or... 

I just know the number of items we bought, there 

was kind of an inside joke on the number of boxes 

of rags that we bought. We bought many, many boxes 

of rags, and that's something that a lot of the 

employees kind of thought was strange as to what we 

would do with so many rags, but--and then there was 

one incident that Joe Carroll reported to me that 

he saw. 

Did you ever pay any bills that you felt were 

improper to Knox Auto? 

Well, all the bills I would--again, that's the time 

I first started at Cumberland Valley, and we bought 

many boxes of rags and we seemed to buy the same 

items over and over, and I would inquire to Wayne 

Bryant as to what we done with those and why we 
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purchased the same items and why we had so many 

boxes of rags and that type of thing, and he--he 

didn't have an explanation for it. That's the only 

thing that was out of the ordinary I suppose. 

You mentioned something about the board 

minutes, this kind of thing, secretary of 

the board. Now, your father was a member 

of that board, was he not? 

That is correct. 

You're not stating here today that you 

don't think minutes are taken and 

approved by the board, are you? Are you 

saying that, that there's no minutes 

taken of board meetings? 

The only thing I said is Ted Hampton would sit in a 

board meeting and take notes on a pad similar to 

what you have there, and the next day he would sit 

down with his secretary and they would type those 

minutes into the computer and print them out. I 

would get those minutes and would assume the board 

approve them. 

Okay, that's. ..Mr. McCi en, Bogey as he's called I 

suppose, do you know what capacity he worked for 

Cumberland Valley Electric, in what capacity he 

worked for Cumberland Valley Electric? 
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He was a contractor for many years. He would come 

to work every day at 7:30 and stay late, but he was 

a contractor, and then at some point in time he 

became an employee at Cumberland Valley Electric. 

Do you know how long he contracted for 

Cumberland Valley Electric? 

I do not know the length of time, but it was a long 

time . 
And what was his job while he was a 

contract--contract mechanic is what I'm 

going to call him, and that may answer 

the question, but... 

I don't know what all his duties was. He done--he 

done pretty much a lot of different things to my 

knowledge. He worked on trucks, if a truck broke 

down he would go out and work on it. Just pretty 

much whatever needed to be done. Whatever he was 

told to do I think he pretty much did. 

The video tape you've mentioned, who took 

that video tape? 

We installed a video security system several years 

ago, and it runs continually. 

When was that installed, do you know? 

I do not know what year. But it would run 

continually. Actually backed up on a DVR. You 
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know, you would see trucks in the lot all during 

the day and night. I remember looking back at that 

video during one of those periods of times and that 

was there, and for whatever reason I saved it, and 

we still have it there today. 

Q You mentioned that, when asked a question 

about truck No. 61 you didn't know 

anything about that, but you indicated 

that trucks were sold. Are those 
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advertised and sold and people bid on 

them, is that how that works? 

I think it's advertised some. Yeah, I think we ran 

some radio advertisements. We would take bids on 

those. I don't know if that's the case in all 

trucks or not, I just know--1 know we do some that 

way.

Yes, sir, it looks just like a screen print. 
Okay. Do you have any reason to doubt its 
veracity or accuracy? 
No, sir. 
To the best of your knowledge has that 
document been altered in any manner? 
Does not appear to be. 
And subject to my mathematics being 
correct, does that document then show 
approximately $9,547.00 in CVE payments 
to SECC? 

MR. HAUSER: Note my objection, not to 
that question but to generally he's 
testify--he's testifying as this is a 
document he said is a screen print. It 
is not a document, there's another 
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Page 28 
document I 'm assuming that is the 
original. To that extent just note it. 

Okay. You can go ahead and answer it. 
It appears to be a little more than nine thousand. 
Okay, alright. And let me just make sure 
I put these back in order so we don't 
lose those. Do you have any knowledge 
regarding any address that was listed for 
SECC? 
That was a topic that came up in our office during 
the time that was happening. Initially there was 
no address at all on the accounts payable address 
file. Then I think Robert Prevatte may have 
mentioned something about that not looking 
appropriate or something and then I think a P. 0. 
box was placed on that address. 
Okay, so a P. 0. box at some point later 
in time was added, and to what was it 
added? Was it to the computer ... 
Yes, sir. 
... system? 
Yes, sir. 
Okay. Tell me a little bit about this 
computer system. Would this be the 
system that kept track of the books, the 
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Page 29 
payments and that kind of thing? 
It would be. That file there is just a vendor file 
that would have name, address. 
Okay, so ... 
Of where you submit with your payments to. 
Vendors meaning any kind of contractors, 
anybody who did any business with CVE? 
All vendors, yes, sir. 
That was kept track on the computer 
system? 
That is correct. 
And do you have any knowledge about to whom that P. 
0. box belonged that was later came to be 
identified with sECC? 

I assumed it belonged to Karen and John Rex 
Hampton. 
Was there anything that caused you to 
make that assumption? 
Yeah, we--1 saw that P. 0. box before, so. 
And so you saw that P. 0. box before and in what 
capacity? 
Maybe a payroll records or that type thing or 
something. 
So was it the same P. 0. box that Karen 
Hampton has used previously, is that what

you're saying? 
That's my understanding, yeah. 
Do you have any knowledge of whether anybody ever 
witnessed a CVE employee or officer ever picking up 
SECC'S mail at that P. 0. box? 
I do not. 
I want to show you another document. 
This was previously entered as Exhibit 
No. 3. I just want to show that to you 
and see if you can identify that. 
Yes, sir, that's a Cumberland Valley accounts 
payable check. 
Okay, and to whom is it made payable? 
SECC. 

Okay, and who signed the check? 
It's signed by Wayne Bryant and Robert Prevatte. 
Would it be the normal course of their 
responsibilities to sign such a check? 
It would. 
And what is the amount of that check? 
Two thousand five hundred and ten dollars and 
forty-five cents ($2,510.45). 
And there on page two to what you just 
turned, on the back what does it say? 
It savs SECC. 
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Page 31 
Ahght, thank you. Do you have any 
knowledge regarding an entity known as 
Southeast Petroleum, Inc.? 
Yes, sir, I've saw the name before. 
Okay. Do you have any knowledge about who runs 
that entity? 
I assume it's owned by Ted Hampton, maybe his 
brother; Karen. 
Do you have--tell me what kind of facts 
you base that assumption on? 

MR. HAUSER: Excuse me, did you say it 
was owned by Ted Hampton? Is that the 
answer? 
MR. COOK: I think he said that he 
assumed that it was owned by ... 

Yeah, I assume it's owned by Ted Hampton. 
Or Karen, is that what you said? 
Karen, Ted, they all had interactions there with 
Southeast Transportation. 
I'd like to just show you another 
document here was entered as ... 

MR. HAUSER: The question was about 
Southeast Petroleum. I want to make sure 
we get this right. 
MR. COOK: Sure, go right ahead.

m. HAUSER: You asked about Southeast 
Petroleum. 
MR. COOK: Petroleum. 
MR. HAUSER: And he said he thought Ted 
owned it, but and then he said he thought 
that Ted owned Southeast Transportation.

MR. HOWARD: If you can Clarify 
what--yeah, clarify what entity 
you're talking about. 

Yeah, and we're going to go into this in more 
detail in the next few questions.

MR. HAUSER: Generally note my objection 
to this witness's ability to testify 
about the computer print-out from the 
Secretary of State's office. 

And do you know--do you have any personal

was--the extent of his involvement with 
Southeast Petroleum? 
Other than seeing trucks come, maybe when we--1 
think in the past we may have purchased fuel fron 
Southeast Petroleum. 

Do you have any idea how long that 
relationship may have been going on about 
the purchasing of fuel? 
I could not give you a time frame on that. I know 
it was for a period of time and then it ceased. 
Okay. Do you have any knowledge about 
whether CVE at a time it purchased fuel 
from various vendors, whether they ever 
received any bids, whether they ever 
placed any bids out? 
I do not know that. 
Have you ever heard of an entity known as 
Southeast Petro Mart? And I'm not sure 
if that's one word or two. 
I can't--I can't say for sure, that may have been 
the gas station up on 25E in Barbourville. I don't 
recall that for sure though. 
Do you have any idea as whereabouts on 
25E? 
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It's near the red light at the bridge going toward 
the direction of Pineville, there's a small station 
there on the right. I can't recall if that was the 
exact name of that station or not, but ... 
Okay. 
... that' s the only thing I can think of that may be 
close to that name. 
Did it have like a brand name? Was it 
affiliated in any way like with a 
national company or ... 
I remember Conoco being on several things there 
that had Southeast Petroleum on it. 
Okay, okay. And now as we Iscussed, I'm 
going to ask you if you know anything 
about Southeast Transport. 
Again, that's my understanding that Ted had some 
ownership in that company. 
Okay. Do you know whether any CVE employees ever 
worked on or serviced any Southeast Transportation 
trucks? 
I know that trucks were on Cumberland Valley 
Electric property and I know they were worlung on 
them down there. As to who done what, I do not 
know that. 
So you saw, you personally saw Southeast

that correct?

Do you know of any 
information that would show in other ways 
that Southeast Transportation employees 
were present on CVE property during CVE's 
business hours?

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assume lots of employees saw them going in and out. 
Was there an incident where someone was 
injured? 
Yes, sir, I do recall that. 
Who was that, who was injured? 
John Rex Hampton was injured. 
Okay, and how was he injured? 
I can tell you what was reported, what was told to 
me.

The story was that he was under a trailer of a 
truck, I guess doing some work maybe or something, 
and his brother Elbert climbed into the cab to pull 
the truck forward and I guess and ran over part of 
hs leg or something. 
Do you know--do you know who the truck was owned 
by? 
I would assume it was one of Southeast 
Transportation's trucks. 
Okay. Do you know of any photos or 
evidence that might depict CVE employees 
doing any work on non-CVE owned vehcles? 
There's a video tape that exists of trucks going in 
and out of the lot. I don't recall seeing any CVE 

employees actually doing any work on a vehicle.

Okay, so tell me again what the video 

shows. 
You can see trucks and you can see people wakng 
around in the garage area. 
And do you know who these--are they CVE 
trucks or who were they owned by? 
Well, it was a tractor and trailer truck with the 
hood pulled down.

Not to my knowledge. 
Okay, alright. And do you know where 
this video tape is?

MR. HOWARD: Mr. Hauser, do I need to ask 
for a subpoena duces tecum or would YOU 

and your utility company be willing to 
provide that to us?

MR. HOWARD: 1'11 send you a letter, 
okay. Thank you. 

Mr. Tolliver, do you know who performed bookkeeping 
for Southeast Transportation? 
I do not. 
And do you have any knowledge of what 
sorts of items Southeast Transportation 
trucks would transport? 
I do not. 
I just wanted to make sure I'm clear. Do 
you know whether any Southeast 
Transportation employees ever came onto-- 
came--let me rephrase that. Whether they 
ever came into CVE'S business offices? 
I would assume so. I saw guys come in and get 
checks and that type thing from Karen. I would 
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assume they would be employees of that company. I 
saw them dnving those trucks. 
You saw Karen Hampton giving checks to 
Southeast Transportation employees? 
I would assume that was a Southeast Transportation 
employee, he.. . 

MR. HAUSER: Note my objection just--and 
it's an ongoing objection and I want it 
to relate back if I haven't objected 
every time. We've got a lot of testimony 
about assumptions, and I--you know, 
either you know or you don't know, and I 
don't, you know, want the record to be 
full of assumptions. This goes back to 
Mi-. Carroll too. Either you know the 
answer or you don't know the answer, 
but ... 
MR. HOWARD: We understand the objection, 
Mr. Hauser, and what we are getting to is 
to the other names of folks that can't 
ultimately step forward to avoid the 
hearsay. Furthermore, insofar as the 
Secretary of State documents, we'll be 
able to get administrative notice before 
the Commission on that.

Back to the--you said that--let me make 
sure we can clarify t h s  Okay, did you 
actually see Karen Hampton issuing checks 
to.. . 
I didn't--I'll tell you what I saw, was John 
Partin's son, who is a former employee there at 
Cumberland Valley, from what I gather from talking 
to the other people he was actually working for 
them, maybe dnving a truck. 
Them meaning Southeast Transportation? 
That is correct. I have saw him come into the 
office lookmg for his check, and he would go to 
Karen, and that's what I witnessed, that's all I-- 
that's all I know about it. As to whether or not 
he actually worked for them ... 
Okay. 
... I don't know. 
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him say something about it or if one of the ladles 
up front said something about it when he came in 
and asked to speak to someone. I don't recall 
that. 
So you weren't, for instance, right in 
the same room, you didn't piece together 
all t h s  just from your personal 
knowledge, you're saying that through 
several other sources you were able to 
piece this together that he had come in 
looking for his check? 
No, I actually witnessed the biggest part of that. 
I saw him come in ... 
Oh, okay. 
... the front door, I saw him go back to the office. 
I don't recall who said what about the check, but 
no, there's nobody telling me that. 
Okay, I understand. So about the time that he came 
onto the property, was this during CVE'S normal 
business operating hours? 
Yes, sir. 
And had you ever witnessed anythmg like 
that previously, either before or after? 
Did you ever witness anybody driving a 
non-CVE owned truck coming into the 
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So you yourself actually witnessed John Partin, is 
that his name? 
That was the employee, I don't recall what his 
son's name was, but I recognize him when I see him. 
Oh, okay, so you don't know his--it was 
actually John Partin's son who came onto 
the--into the office? 
I have saw that, yes. 
Okay. And so you don't recall the son's first 
name. Do you know how to spell that last name? 
P-a-r-t-i-n. 
T-i-n, okay. 

I think so. 
And you saw the son of Mr. Partin come 
into the office and go to Karen Hampton 
and you heard him asking, can I have my 
check or something to that effect? 
I don't recall if he asked it or she said he came 
to get his check or--1 don't recall ... 
The exact context? 
The exact conversation, but that's in just what 
transpired to my knowledge and from what I saw, and 
what I was told I guess. I don't recall if it was 
Karen that mentioned something about it or I heard 

REPORTER: P-a-r-t-i-n? 
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business office looking for anything? 
He's the only one that I remember coming in to have 
any type of dealings like that inside the office. 
There were people down at the warehouse that I 
dldn't know who they were or what they were there 
for. May have been totally unrelated, but he's the 
only one I recall coming into Cumberland Valley 
offices. 
Okay, alright. And do you know whether 
Southeast Transportation ever conducted 
any business with CVE? 
I don't recall ever paying them anything through 
the accounts payable system. 
Okay. 
That I can recall. 
Fair enough. And to the best of your 
knowledge--okay, you may have answered 
this, but let me just ask it anyway. To 
the best of your knowledge did CVE ever 
make any payments to Southeast 
Transportation for any reason? 
Not to my knowledge. 
Okay. Do you have any knowledge of an entity 
called Knox Auto Parts? 
Yes, sir. 
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How did you come to know about Knox Auto 
Parts? 
When I was first employed at Cumberland Valley, one 
of my initial responsibilities was paying bills. At 
that point in time that would have been probably 
1990, '91. We paid a lot of bills to Knox Auto 
Parts, so that's how I first became familiar with 
that entity. 
Okay. Do you know what kinds of business 
CVE conducted with Knox Auto Parts? 
We purchased things like batteries, alternators, 
boxes of rags, just miscellaneous type items that 
you would use on trucks and vehcles and that type 
thing. 
Okay. Do you have any knowledge regarding 
about how much business in rough dollar 
figures was transacted, say on a monthly 
basis between the two? 
Three to four thousand dollars per month on average 
probably, somewhere in that neighborhood. 
And I understand that's just an approximation on 
your part. 
That is correct. 
Do you know, do you have any knowledge 
about whether the amount of business 
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conducted between the two entities 
fluctuated to a great extent on a month 
by month basis? 
It stayed about the same most of the time. 
I'd like to show you a document that was 
previously entered as Attorney General 
No. 6, and this comes again from a 
Kentucky Secretary--oh, I'm sorry, change 
that to Attorney General No. 5. It comes 
from the Kentucky Secretary of State web 
site again, and I'd like to show that to 
you. And do you see about two-thirds of 
the way down there the name John Rex 
Hampton? 
Yes, sir. 
And is he listed as a director and 
incorporator? 
Yes, sir. 
Alright, I thank you. I think you 
mentioned that Knox purchased things like 
batteries, auto parts, is that correct? 
That is correct. 
Alright. And were these products that 
only Knox Auto Parts could procure or 
they required some sort of special

expertise that only Knox possessed? 
I would assume not. It was common, common items. 
Did you see, for instance did you see 
anythmg that was specialized equipment 
for use in the utility industry? 
I think on occasion we would buy things like 
conduit, that type of thing for certain types of 
installations. I'm not sure exactly what we did 
with it, if it was metering type work or what, that 
we would buy some conduit on occasion. 
Okay, I understand. And with regard to 
the products that Knox Auto Parts 
provided to CVE, do you know whether 
there was a bidding process? 
I do not know that. I don't recall any bidding 
process. 
You don't recall any bidding process, but 
you don't know either? 
I do not know for a fact. 
Okay, I understand. Do you know anythng 
about an indvidual named Steve Hampton? 
Yes, sir. 
Does he bear any relationship with Ted Hampton? 
He is Elbert Hampton's son, and Elbert is Ted's 
brother.

Okay. Did Steve Hampton ever play any 
role in Knox Auto Parts? 
I think he ran Knox Auto Parts for a period of 
time. I don't recall how long. 
Okay. Do you know whether Steve Hampton 
owned Knox Auto Parts? 
I do not know how the ownership was set up. 
Okay, alright. And do you know for how 
long the business relationship between 
Knox Auto Parts and CVE lasted? 
It went on for many years. I would assume at some 
point in time they probably &vested their interest 
in that maybe at that point in time. 
Do you know when the relationship ended? 
I do not know the specific date, no. 
Do you know whether there was any event 
that caused the relationship to end? 
I do not know that. I know Steve Hampton became an 
employee at Cumberland Valley about that time, but 
as to an event that may have caused that to end, I 
do not know. 
So if I understand you correctly, Steve 
Hampton became employed at CVE at about 
the same time, roughly the same time that 
the relationship between Knox Auto Parts 
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and CVE ended, is that correct? 
I thmk so, shortly thereafter. 
Okay. Do you have any knowledge of where 
CVE'S records regarding its transactions 
with Knox Auto Parts would be kept? 
Any transactions going back probably longer than 
four or five years would either be in the basement 
of engineering building or we have a large metal 
building that we have records stored against one 
wall. I would assume if they hadn't been discarded 
in some manner that they would be there. 
Okay. So the layout then of the office 
is that there's the main office building 
and it has a basement? 
The main building does not have a basement, it has 
a vault where we keep a certain amount of records, 
usually going back maybe four to five years. 
Because of space limitations we have to move those 
records out, and we did store quite a few of them 
in the basement of the engineering building, and 
then that became full and we actually moved a lot 
down to a metal building down in the warehouse 
area. 
So sounds like they could be in three 
places, in the vault in the main office 
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Page 50 
building and in the engineering building 
itself in the basement, and then where 
was the thud place? 
There's a metal building down in the warehouse area 
that' s.. . 
Okay. 
That has boxes stored. 
Okay, alright. And do you know whether 
the records of CVE's transactions between 
Knox Auto Parts, whether they still 
exist? 
I do not know that. 
Have you ever heard of any statements to the effect 
that these records could easily be destroyed? 
No, I don't recall anybody making any statements 
that they could easily be destroyed, but they 
probably could be. I know on occasions we've 
cleaned stuff out. So it would be easy to destroy 
those records if you wanted to, but I don't recall 
anyone saying that. 
Okay, alright. I think you mentioned 
previously Elbert Hampton. Did you have 
any dealings with Elbert Hampton

yourself?

years until he retired. I'm not sure what year he 
actually retried in. I started in 1990, so he was 
an employee there several years during the time I 
was there. 
And if I understand your testimony 
correctly, that Elbert is Ted Hampton's 
brother?

Do you know, is Elbert also on the board 
of directors at CVE? 

Yes, sir. 
Do you know who Elbert replaced on the 
CVE board? 
I think he replaced Roy Ferguson. 
Roy Ferguson. Do you know why that 
replacement occurred? 
Roy Ferguson I think had a stroke and became unable 
to serve in h s  board capacity, so I would assume 
that that's the circumstances that led to needing a 
new hector. 
Okay. Did Elbert Hampton play any role 
in Knox Auto Parts? 
Other than his son running the business I'm not 
sure what hand he had in managing or running Knox 
Auto Parts.

Okay. So you would not know whether 
Elbert was an employee or an officer or a 
director? 
I do not know that. 
Okay, I understand. Do you know whether 
Elbert Hampton was ever involved in any 
other businesses? 
I don't recall any that I can think of. 
Okay. I'd like to show you a copy of a 
document previously entered as Attorney 
General No. 6, and this again comes from 
the Kentucky Secretary of State web site. 
It's publicly available. Do you see 
about halfway down there who the 
president was identified as? 
Yes, sir. 
Elbert Hampton, is that correct? 
That is correct. 
To your--1 mean, would you have any 
reason to believe that that is not the 
Elbert Hampton that once worked with CVE? 
No reason not to believe, no, sir. 
Okay, we had discussed that Elbert--is 
Elbert still a member of the board of 
directors? 
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Yes, sir. 
And that he once was also an employee of 
Cumberland Valley, is that correct? 
That is correct. 
Do you know whether there was ever any 
overlap between the two? At the same 
time that he was an employee was he also 
on the board? 
He came in and filled in for Jay Hampton I think 
when he was a board of director, maybe for a week 
when Jay was on vacation, and he actually received 
pay for that I think, if I recall. 
Okay, so this time that he filled in for 
Jay Hampton, was this when Jay Hampton 
was on the board of directors? 
Jay was an employee at Cumberland Valley Electric. 
Oh, I see. Okay, I'm sorry, I just 
wanted to make sure. So at the time when 
Elbert was a member of the board of 
duectors of CVE he filled in as an 
employee of CVE while Jay Hampton was 
away temporarily, is that correct? 
That would be ... 
Am I understanding correct? 
That would be a fair statement. 
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No, sir. 
Okay. You've never heard of that 
business? 
I may have heard the term, but I don't know 
anything about Air Gas. 
Okay. So you've never heard of a 
business called Air Gas? 
No, sir. 
Okay, alright. Do you have any 
knowledge regarding work that CVE 

conducted that may have been unnecessary? 
I just know the general conversation among 
employees over the years as to the construction 
work we may have been doing and whether or not they 
thought it was actually needed or not. I do not 
have a personal--1 don't go out into the field, so 
I don't get to see what's actually being done. 
So you base that on conversation you've 
heard among other employees? 
Yes, sir. 
Was there ever any kind of general 
consensus about whether some of the work 
that CVE did was unnecessary? 
I think so. 
And what was that general consensus? 
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Okay. Do you know whether CVE rules 
allow for this type of activity? 
I do not know. 
Okay, alright, fair enough. Do you have any 
knowledge of Elbert Hampton receiving payments from 
CVE for construction work he performed? 
No, sir. 
Have you ever witnessed or otherwise 
learned of Elbert Hampton filling his 
personal vehicle with CVE gasoline? 
No, sir. 
Okay. Have you ever seen Elbert Hampton 
leaving the CVE warehouse with his arms 
full of materials and placing them into 
his personal vehicle? 
No, sir. 
Have you ever heard of an entity named 
Hubbs Creek? 
I may recall the name, but I don't have--1 don't 
know anything about Hubbs Creek. 
Do you have any idea whether that entity 
might do any business with CVE? 
I could not say for sure about that. 
Are you aware of an entity known as Air 
Gas? 
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Well, just from talking to engineers and staking 
guys, we were always concerned about keeping 
everyone busy as far as contractors and finding 
things for them to do. So just in general 
conversation with engineers and staking guys, they 
seemed to have to try to find--find the work to 
keep those guys busy, so just from that general 
mention, those general terms you would think that 
there was probably some work being done that maybe 
we didn't have to do, work that could be put off 
into the future sometime. 
Okay. Do you have any idea of what kind 
of work this might have involved? 
I would assume construction of power lines and that 
type thing. 
You say you assume. Do you have any 
facts to base that assumption on? 
I can just tell you what I've been showed and what 
I've been told. I don't have any personal facts. 
I know Joe Carroll has drove me out to lines and 
showed me three phase power lines that he told me 
in his opinion that we did not need and didn't have 
to build, but he said also that that was--you don't 
know the circumstances on why somebody would do 
that or--but he has showed me things like that in 
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the past. 
Okay. 
Now, my knowledge does not--1 could not tell you if 
that line was needed or not because I do not have 
the knowledge to back that up, but I assume that he 
did. 
You do not have the technical expertise, 
you're not an engineer? 
That is correct. 
Okay, thank you. Mr. Tolliver, we know 
from our written discovery that CVE 
obtains at least part of its funding from 
RUS loans. Do you have any knowledge 
concerning what the proceed from those 
loans are spent on? 
Those proceeds would be spent on power line 
construction and just the general operating of 
Cumberland Valley's business. 
Okay, I understand. And in the course of 
building--in the course of power line 
construction would that also involve 
right-of-way clearing? 
Yes, sir. 
And is it--is my understanding correct 
that all of CVE'S right-of-way clearing 
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and maintenance was performed by Ken 
Lay's company? 
That is correct. 
Okay. Do you have any knowledge 
regarding a power line that was run to a 
cabin off of Red Bird Road? 
I do not. 
If I mention the name J. B. Johnson, does 
that mean anything to you? 
Yes. 
What does it mean to you? 
J. B. Johnson used to be our Cumberland Valley's 
attorney I think before Pat Hauser. 
Okay. 
And I've met him on several occasions and ... 
Do you know whether CVE ever performed 
any work on--running any lines to any 
property that he may have owned? 
I do not know that. 
Okay. Do you know anything about the 
laying of a power line to a school under 
the Whitley County School System? 
No, sir. 
In the course of your employment with CVE 
have YOU ever learned of any Dower lines 
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being laid in whch part of the work 
should have been charged to a customer? 
I'm not personally aware of that. 
When you say you're not personally aware, 
have you heard from other people? 
There may have been comments made over the years 
about different little things like that, but I have 
no personal knowledge of it. 
Okay, alright. Have you ever attended a CVE annual 
meeting and board of directors election? 
I have. 
Okay. Do you have any knowledge 
regardmg how an individual comes to be 
on the CVE board of directors? 
I would assume they would have to be nominated. 
Who does the nominating? 
It would be a nominating committee. 
Okay. Is there also an election? 
We've never had an election. We use proxies, it's 
what we have used in the past. I guess ... 
Whose proxies were they? 
Well, it's a piece of paper which I guess the 
member declares that if he signs this piece of 
paper that counts as his vote. I don't know much 
about the urocess or how it has worked in the past, 
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but I know someone would get nominated and the next 
thing you know they would be on the board, so I'm 
not sure how that process normally transpired. 
Okay. So if I understand correctly, the 
proxies of CVE members is what 
determines--in the election what 
determines who's going to be on the 
board? 
That's my understanding. 
Okay. At the annual meetings that you 
attended, did you ever hear any 
announcements being made to CVE members 
that it was time for the election of 
board of directors members? 
I don't recall ever hearing that, no. 
At the annual meetings are there any ballot boxes 
made available to accept votes? 
I don't recall that, but I don't know for sure. 
I understand that, appreciate your 
willingness to explain the extent of your 
knowledge. Do you have any knowledge 
about the keeping of CVE corporate 
minutes? 
Just from the standpoint of what I witnessed there 
and I've been to a few board meetings. and of 
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course, my father served on that board for many 
years. 
Yes. 
From that standpoint I can tell you what I know. 
Go ahead and explain what you know about 
the process. 
The manager would normally write down the minutes 
during the board meeting. 
The manager being who? 
Ted Hampton. 
Okay. 
And then maybe the next day he would sit down with 
his secretary and those would get typed up in 
written format. 
Do you know whether there was a corporate 
secretary who attended the meetings also? 
Not to my knowledge. I'm sure one of the board 
members was the secretary, but I don't recall 
anyone else ever taking down any notes or anything 
like that. 
Okay. Do you know have any recollection 
of cVE truck No. 61? 
No, sir. 
Are you aware of a time when CVE may have 
sold a truck to someone outside the 
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company? 
I don't recall anything about truck No. 61. We 
have sold several trucks over the years to 
different people. 
Okay. Are you aware of a time when a 
truck may have been involved in an 
accident and just prior to the time it 
was involved in an accident a new engine 
was installed? 
No, sir. 
Have you ever seen any former CVE trucks 
on CVE property after they were sold to 
somebody else? 
I don't recall. 
Okay. Do you have any knowledge 
concerning the company adding money to 
work projects? 
Can you explain what you mean by adding money? 
You had testified earlier that you had heard from 
other people in the field that engineers and 
staking people that they were under pressure to add 
money to projects, is that correct? 
That is correct. 
Do you have any personal knowledge of whether the 
company inflated the costs of construction 
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projections? 
I don't know of any way that we inflated the costs 
of construction projects, other than the fact of 
the question of whether they needed to be done or 
not. I don't know of any way that we--that I 
recall us inflating costs or anything like that. 
Okay. Are there other relatives of Ted 
Hampton's who either currently are or 
ever have worked for CVE? 
Yes, sir. 

Could you say who they are? 
I can try. 
Okay. 
You've got Karen Hampton, that's Ted's sister-in- 
law; Steve Hampton, which I guess Ted's his uncle; 
Jay Hampton, it's Ted's first cousin. 
Okay. And Elbert? 
Elbert Hampton is a member of the board of 
directors. 
We discussed John Rex, and you don't believe he's 
ever been employed by CVE, is that ... 
Not to my knowledge. I don't know that for a fact 
though. 
Okay. Any other Hamptons you can think 
Of?  
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There's been a few part-time people over the years. 
I don't recall all the names, but there's been 
probably two or three that I can think of. 
During the course of your employment with 
CVE did anyone ever ask you to do 
anything that you questioned or gave you 
cause for concern? 
I was never hectly asked to do anything that I 
&d not want to do. Things such as that check that 
you presented to me earlier with S E W  that did 
come across my desk and I did not want to sign my 
name on that check because it did not look like a 
normal piece--like a normal invoice would look, and 
I think Wayne Bryant actually approved that 
payment, but during that period of time I was 
probably paying the majority of the bills, but ... 
Okay, so ... 
But I've never been asked to do anything that I-- 
you know. 
Let me just make sure I understand correctly. You 
said with regards to this check, are you referring 
to Attorney General Exhibit No. 3, is that the 
check you were referencing? 
Yes, sir. 
Okav. and vou're saving that that check 
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came across your desk for payment, is 
that correct? 
The invoice, which was a plain white piece of 
paper. 
The invoice for it? 
With some descriptions typed on it and just a--just 
the words that said total and amount. 
So just the total and amount, it didn't 
say the nature of the work on the 
invoice? 
It had descriptions like worked on radio, 
changed.. . 
Oh, okay. 
... oil, that type thing. 
Okay. So during the noma1 course of 
your business duties there at CVE, did 
you ever--was it your responsibility to 
sign off on checks of this nature? 
Yes, sir, it was--like I said, I paid a lot of the 
accounts payable invoices as well as Wayne Bryant. 
That's just one particular one that I just passed 
on to hun. 
And tell me why you passed it on. 
It just didn't look right. It ... 
By right, you mean it did not look 
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appropriate? 
Well, a normal invoice it's usually pre-printed. 
This was on a white piece of plain typing paper. 
Did it have the name of the vendor on it? 
It had SECC at the top. 
Okay. 

So I just--1 didn't know if anydung would ever 
come of it in the future, but I just didn't want 
to--1 just didn't want to put my initials on there. 
Was the invoice signed by anybody, or did 
it have anybody's name on it, an 
individual name? 
I don't think so. 
Can you think of anything else during the 
course of your employment at CVE where 
anybody asked you to do something that 
gave you cause for concern? 
No, sir. 
Have you ever heard of CVE being referred 
to as Hampton Valley? 
Yes, sir. 
In what context? 
Just general talk amongst employees. 
Is there any other concern you would like 
to share with us?

23 Q Robbie, let me ask you this. Mr. Hampton did have 
24 to leave to go to a funeral. Would there be 
25 anything in any of the questions asked by counsel 
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No, sir. 
I think you said earlier you have reason 
to fear losing your job? 
Well, it's just an uncomfortable situation to have 
to come and answer questions of this nature with 
your boss looking at you I suppose, so that makes 
anyone apprehensive. 
And you're refemng to the fact that Ted 
Hampton, at least during part of this 
deposition, was in the room here? 
That is correct. 
And did you feel uncomfortable with him 
being here? 
More so than I do now, yes, sir. 
And now he is not here? 
That is correct. 
Do you have any other documents you would 
like to bring to our attention? 
No, sir, I don't have any. 

MR. COOK: Okay. That's all the 
questions I have at this time. 
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prior to Mr. Hampton leaving that you would like to 
change now that he's not here? Would you answer 
them any dfferently? 
No, sir. 
Thank you. Now, you say you have been 
employed since 19 what, '90? 
That is correct. 
Was this your first job out of college? 
Pretty much, first substantial job out of college. 
What did you do before that? 
I worked down in Florida at a golf store, just 
miscellaneous jobs like that. 
So you want to say t h ~ s  is your first 
real job after college? 
I would say that, yes, sir. 
Are you a CPA? 

No, sir. 
You've got a degree in accounting? 
My degree's in business adrmnistration. 
Okay. Is it true that the employees, 
including yourself, of Cumberland Valley 
Electric take great pride in the fact 
that they--that it has been able to 
maintain its rates at a low level for a 
long time? 
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Yes, sir. 
Do you in fact, have you even bragged 
about that, going to meetings throughout 
the state and the country about the low 
rates that Cumberland Valley Electric 
has? 
I'm not one to brag, but that would be mentioned, 
yes, sir. 
As part of your position now do you take 
part in some of the decisions in the 
office there at Cumberland Valley 
Electric? 
Robert Pravette, who was our previous office 
manager, who is probably still an active employee, 
I guess he's on vacation and that type thing until 
he gets h s  time in, he's been gone about a month, 
and I assumed his responsibilities. 
So the answer to the question would be 
yes you do? 
Yes, sir. 
Prior to that &d you--&d anybody consult with you 
about any decisions or ... 
What type of decisions? 
Just office decisions, just things that go on in 
the office, just routine ... 
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Maybe if we needed to purchase a certain computer 
or need a processor machine we would talk about 
that, Wayne Bryant, Robert Pravette and myself. 
Anytime there was something like that going on or a 
new computer system, we had to make a transition or 
something, we would all discuss things like that. 
I think you've already testified to, but 
I just wanted to follow up with it. The 
entire time that you worked at Cumberland 
Valley Electric from 1990 until the 
present, you've never been asked to do 
anything you felt was improper or 
illegal, have you? 
I have not been asked to do anythmg personally, 
no, sir. 
Do you know of anybody else that's been 
asked to do anything improper or illegal? 
As regard to Joe Carroll, I know he worked very 
hard on a work plan there for many years. I think 
Ted wanted some things in that work plan that Joe 
did not feel comfortable with. Now, whether or not 
he was asked to put them in there and he turned him 
down, I'm not sure what the details of that 
conversation were, but that' s--that ' s one thing 
that comes to mind as far as being asked to do 
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something that you may not want to do. 
Other than that, anybody else? Joe's 
already testified about that. To your 
knowledge anyone else? 
You'll have to ask them that. I--1 do not know if 
they. .. 
I'm just asking if you know. 
I do not know. 
Alnght. So the answer's no, you don't 
know ... 
That's correct. 
Shelton Construction Company, you ever heard of 
Shelton Construction Company? 
Yes, sir. 
What do they do? 
They do power line construction. 
Do they do work for Cumberland Valley 
Electric? 
Yes, sir. 
Do you know if that's part of the bid process too, 
do you know how that works? 
I don't know the details of the bid process. I 
know that on occasion when those bids would come 
due, I don't know how they obtained the bids, Ted 
would call Wayne Bryant back to his office and they 
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would develop a list, and I know that the manager's 
secretary would type it up. That's about my extent 
of knowledge as far as how the bid process took 
place. 
You--there's an exhibit here, I believe 
it is 1 to the--Exhibit 1 about check-- 
summary of the four--what has a summary 
of four checks written to Ronnie Corey. 
Yes, sir. 
Most of the testimony dealt with the 
bulldozer or long track dozer and a--a 
long track dozer I think most of the 
testimony dealt with. To your knowledge 
&d that have a bush-hog on it? I thmk 
you testified to that. 
There was one on it, or there was one attached to 
it. 
Was it--to your knowledge was that used 
in the right-of-way? 
I have no idea. I really do not know. 
Okay, I thought maybe you testified that it had 
been used, but you don't know whether it was used 
or not? 
I don't know what we used it for, if we used it for 
construction or if we used it for right-of-way. I 
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would assume since it had a bush-hog attached to 
it, you would use it for right-of-way. 
Did you see it leave the yard to go to be 
worked--used, to be used in the... 
I know it was there quite often. It sat there for 
many, many months. We would pass it every day 
going to lunch, and then sometimes it would be 
gone, but it was--it was probably there more than 
it was gone. 
So it was used, I mean off the yard some? 
It was. 
So if someone said it never left the 
yard, that wouldn't be accurate, would 
it? 
It was gone some, but the majority of the time it 
was on the lot. 
There's also mention of some items that 
were--and you paid payables from b o x  
Auto Parts, is that correct? 
Pardon? 
You also mentioned that there--you gave testimon! 
earlier that Cumberland Valley Electric bought 
items, batteries I believe, alternators, auto 
parts, miscellaneous equipment from Knox Auto 
Parts? 
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That ' s correct. 
And then you paid some of the--paid some 
of the bills? 
Yes, sir. 
Averaged around three to four thousand 
dollars a month or something like that. 
Do you have any personal knowledge of any 
equipment or items on there that were 
wrong priced, high, something that's out 
of line or not or ... 
I just know the number of items we bought, there 
was kind of an inside joke on the number of boxes 
of rags that we bought. We bought many, many boxes 
of rags, and that's something that a lot of the 
employees kind of thought was strange as to what we 
would do with so many rags, but--and then there was 
one incident that Joe Carroll reported to me that 
he saw. 
Did you ever pay any bills that you felt were 
improper to Knox Auto? 
Well, all the bills I would--again, that's the time 
I first started at Cumberland Valley, and we bought 
many boxes of rags and we seemed to buy the same 
i tem over and over, and I would inquire to Wayne 
Bryant as to what we done with those and why we 
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purchased the same items and why we had so many 
boxes of rags and that type of thing, and he--he 
didn't have an explanation for it. That's the only 
thing that was out of the ordmary I suppose. 
You mentioned something about the board 
minutes, this kind of thing, secretary of 
the board. Now, your father was a member 
of that board, was he not? 
That is correct. 
You're not stating here today that you 
don't think minutes are taken and 
approved by the board, are you? Are you 
saying that, that there's no minutes 
taken of board meetings? 
The only thing I said is Ted Hampton would sit in a 
board meeting and take notes on a pad similar to 
what you have there, and the next day he would sit 
down with his secretary and they would type those 
minutes into the computer and print them out. I 
would assume the board would get those minutes and 
approve them. 
Okay, that's ...Mr. McCuen, Bogey as he's called I 
suppose, do you know what capacity he worked for 
Cumberland Valley Electric, in what capacity he 
worked for Cumberland Valley Electric? 
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He was a contractor for many years. He would come 
to work every day at 7:30 and stay late, but he was 
a contractor, and then at some point in time he 
became an employee at Cumberland Valley Electric. 
Do you know how long he contracted for 
Cumberland Valley Electric? 
I do not know the length of time, but it was a long 
time. 
And what was his job while he was a 
contract--contract mechanic is what I'm 
going to call him, and that may answer 
the question, but.. . 
I don't know what all his duties was. He done--he 
done pretty much a lot of dlfferent things to my 
knowledge. He worked on trucks, if a truck broke 
down he would go out and work on it. Just pretty 
much whatever needed to be done. Whatever he was 
told to do I think he pretty much did. 
The video tape you've mentioned, who took 
that video tape? 
We installed a video security system several years 
ago, and it runs continually. 
When was that installed, do you know? 
I do not know what year. But it would run 
continually. Actually backed up on a DVR. You 
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know, you would see trucks in the lot all during 
the day and night. I remember looking back at that 
video during one of those periods of times and that 
was there, and for whatever reason I saved it, and 
we still have it there today. 
You mentioned that, when asked a question 
about truck No. 61 you didn't know 
anything about that, but you indicated 
that trucks were sold. Are those 
advertised and sold and people bid on 
them, is that how that works? 
I think it's advertised some. Yeah, I thnk we ran 
some radio advertisements. We would take bids on 
those. I don't know if that's the case in all 
trucks or not, I just know--1 know we do some that 
way. 
But you don't have any personal knowledge 
if it's not--if they're not all done that 
way you don't ... 
I do not know that.

Prior to today 
did you meet or contact anyone at the Attorney 
General ' s office?

Approximately sixty to eighty thousand for the 

bulldozer, and other equipment was purchased as 

well for approximately forty, and it was just a 

little bit of odd to me that you're buying a piece 

of equipment that, you know, I'm assuming that was 

going to be used for right-of-way that was not even 

operational. They had to do additional things to 

the equipment to get it to run. 

Okay. So who did use the bulldozer? 

To my knowledge it sat there. The time I was 

employed there it was never used.

I know I heard a lot of buying stuff 

like oil and rags and just ... 

I mean, 

if he has personal knowledge is one 

thing.

He 

worked at Knox Auto Parts for some period. 

He worked at Knox? Do you know what he 

did at Knox? 

No, I really don't. 

So let me see if I understand correctly, 

Steve was the son of Elbert, is that 
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correct? 

Yes. 

Okay. And they both worked for Knox Auto 

Parts which did business with CVE? 

Elbert Hampton worked for Cumberland Valley 

Electric. 

Elbert did? 

Elbert worked for Cumberland Valley, and Steve 

worked at Knox, which Steve now works at Cumberland 

Valley, but Steve worked at Knox Auto at the time.

was working for CVE? 

Yes, this was during CVE business hours. 

Okay, and he was on a speakerphone and 

who was he talking with? 

His son, Steve. 

His son, Steve? 

At Knox Auto. 

And what was the nature of their--what 

were they discussing, a piece of 

equipment did you say? 

It was a piece of equipment. 

Do you know what kind of equipment? 

To my knowledge it was some type of motor or 

something, but I don't--I can't recall the exact 

piece of equipment. I just remember making a 

comment to Elbert that, hey, you should ask me to 

leave the room and I don't need to hear that. 

So you had said that to Elbert ... 
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After, yes, after he got off the phone. 

Okay. And Elbert had told--tell us again 

in your words what it was that Elbert 

told Steve. 

Steve, he told Steve that he just negotiated a 

price for three thousand dollars ...

Would that be the Knox County Hospital? 

Yes, Knox County Hospital.

documents that again we obtained from 

Kentucky Secretary of State's web site. 

We'll distribute these. Alright, on page 

one this document shows a Knox County 

General Hospital is the entity and the 

information was retrieved, and can you 

tell who the president of this Knox 

County General Hospital was? 

Elbert R. Hampton. 

Okay, to your knowledge is that the same Elbert 

Hampton who worked for CVE who is a relative of Ted 

Hampton?

Okay, the Elbert--Mr. Carroll, we mentioned Elbert 

Hampton. Is Elbert Hampton, the one that worked at 

CVE, is he also a member of a Charleston Bottoms 

Rural Electric Cooperative Corporation? 

I have no knowledge of that. 

Okay. There toward the back of this 

document that was just entered, one, two, 

three, about five pages back there's a-- 

we entered information for Charleston 

Bottoms Rural Electric Co-op, and about 

two-thirds down the page it lists a 

series of directors, and does Elbert's 

name appear there also? 

Yes. 

Okay. And I believe you said earlier that Elbert 

was an employee of CVE. Do you know if he still 

is? 

He is retired from CVE and is now a board member of 

CVE . 
He's now a member of the CVE board of 

directors?

Do you know whether Elbert was 

ever an employee at the same time that he

I felt some lines were reconstructed prematurely.

You know, I always kind of felt if we're going to 

depreciate these for 30 years or X amount of years 

that we should give it that opportunity to be there 
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for that amount of time to be depreciated off the 

books properly. But yes, I had felt that some 

lines were built prematurely. 

In the course of your employment with CVE 

did you ever learn of any jobs which may 

have been started for which a customer 

would have to pay a certain portion but 

for which the customer was not charged? 

I personally would not know that. 

Alright, okay. And do you have any 

knowledge regarding any other work that 

CVE conducted that may have been 

unnecessary? You mentioned some power 

lines. 

Well, just--just through the years, you know, 

there's sometimes there's power lines that are 

constructed that just appear not needed at that 

time, could have been prolonged, saved money, you 

know, during that time. 

Did anybody at CVE ever instruct you to 

add money to projects? 

Mr. Hampton instructed me to add money to a work 

plan at one time that we discussed earlier. 

Okay, he asked--1 didn't understand what 

that was. 
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Mr. Hampton asked me to add money to a work plan. 

A work plan? 

For construction. 

Oh, okay. 

A construction work plan. 

Yeah, I think we discussed that. 

We discussed that a little bit earlier. 

Okay. And you refused to add it... 

Yes, I did. 

... is that correct? 
Yes, I did. 

Okay. Now, Mr. Carroll, we know from our 

written discovery that CVE obtains at 

least a portion of its funding from the 

RUS loans. Do you have any knowledge 

about what the proceeds for those loans 

were spent on? 

Spent on construction at CVE. 

Would that have included right-of-way 

work? 

Right-of-way would be included. Most of it would 

be on your day to day construction or building of 

lines, tie lines or just normal CVE business. 

Okay. And would--to your knowledge did 

Ken Lay work on any of the right-of-way 
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work for which RUS loans were received? 

Kenneth Lay owned the company to my knowledge, but 

Kenneth Lay did not, you know, go out in the field 

and actually do work himself. 

I understand. 

Mr. Hampton kept an eye on the right-of-way people. 

Sometimes he'd have Cumberland Valley servicemen go 

out and check on some of the right-of-way 

personnel. 

Mr. Carroll, do you have any knowledge 

regarding how an individual comes to be 

on the CVE board of directors? 

To my knowledge people like Elbert was appointed by 

Ted Hampton. Actually, two or three were 

appointed, the last two or three that I know of 

were appointed to my knowledge. 

Do you know whether there were any 

elections to the board of directors? 

Not to the last current ones that's been appointed 

to that board, I don't know of any election. I do 

know that Mr. Lay on that board, at the time he was 

appointed, was not a member of Cumberland Valley 

Electric, and later became a member. His father 

was a member, but he himself was not a member at 

the time he was appointed. 
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Okay, so... 

MR. HAUSER: Who is that? He's referred 

to Mister... 

Could you repeat that again? 

Mr. Lay. 

MR. HAUSER: As a member of the... 

Board. 

MR. HAUSER: ... board? What's his first 

name? 

What was Mr. Lay, was that his father or relative 

of Mr. Ken Lay? 

I don't know his first name. I have no idea if 

there's any kinship there. 

Oh, okay. 

I have no knowledge of that. 

Oh, okay. So it was another individual with the 

last name of Lay, or you don't know... 

It's Lay or--you know, I don't know him personally, 

I just know--1 just know from CVE, being there at 

CVE . 
Okay, so if I understand correctly, there 

was an individual on the CVE board of 

directors with the last name of Lay, but 

you don't know whether that individual 

was related to the Kenneth Lay ... 
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Right, I don't have no knowledge of anything like 

that, no. 

Okay, okay. Do you have any knowledge 

regarding the keeping of CVE corporate 

minutes ? 

The CVE corporate minutes as to my knowledge is 

kept by Ted Hampton. 

Is Ted Hampton the secretary, the 

corporate secretary, do you know? 

No, he wouldn't be the secretary. They would have 

an appointed secretary. 

So Mr. Hampton is the one who takes the 

corporate minutes? 

Yes. To my knowledge he's the one that takes the 

corporate minutes. 

Are there other relatives of Ted Hampton's who 

either currently are or ever have worked for CVE? 

And I think you previously identified a Jay 

Hampton? 

Yeah, you have Ted Hampton, Jay Hampton, Elbert 

Hampton, Karen Hampton, Steve Hampton. I know his 

daughter worked there part-time, Amy Hampton, just 

while she was going to school. 

MR. HOWARD: Whose daughter, I'm sorry? 

Ted's daughter, I'm sorry, Ted Hampton's daughter, 
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Amy Hampton just temporarily while she was going to 

school. And Lori Beth Hampton, which is the 

daughter of Karen and John Rex, to my knowledge 

worked there temporarily I'm assuming the same. 

Okay. And those individuals you just 

mentioned, do you know in what capacity 

they worked there at CVE? 

Jay was a superintendent, or currently 

superintendent, but used to be a serviceman for 

probably 25, 28 years approximately. Elbert was 

the superintendent retired and then became a board 

member and Jay took his position. Steve was hired 

on as a serviceman to my knowledge, or a lineman, 

serviceman/lineman I guess. I assume he was 

probably a lineman. Karen we discussed earlier, 

she worked in the billing and accounting 

department. 

Okay, and I think you mentioned, was 

there Karen's daughter also? 

Lori Beth and Amy were just temporary. 

Oh, temporary? 

Temporary help, was no,... 

Okay. And we previously discussed that Elbert is a 

retired superintendent, he's currently on the board 

of directors, is that correct?

Yes. 

Do you know who he replaced on the board 

of directors? 

No. 

Okay. Are you aware of any contractors 

who stopped doing business with CVE? 

I don't have full knowledge of the contracting 

situation on that, so I don't think I would be 

appropriate, just things that I've heard. 

Okay, has anybody ever told you, and we 

can identify this as whether you learned 

secondhand from someone else? 

Well, let's see, I was out at lunch one time when 

there was a contractor that claimed to have worked 

for CVE and quit doing business with CVE because, 

you know, they didn't like the way business was 

handled there. They made comments of, you know, 

they couldn't afford to work at CVE. You know, I 

just don't want to put words into something--1 want 

to keep things pretty factual here and... 

I understand. 

I don't want to... 

I understand. 

To my knowledge the gentleman's name was Lansford 

Lay. 
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Lansford Lay? And this is regards to the person 

who was on the board...

... of directors? Okay. 

Supposing. 

Earlier we had said we don't know, you had said you 

don't know...

... if he is related in any way to Kenneth 
Lay, is that right? 

I have no knowledge of anything like that. 

Alright. Do you have any knowledge of 

anyone working f o r  CVE who may have 

expressed some sort of statements about 

having great confidence in getting the 

CVE rate request approved with the PSC? 

I've heard--I've heard that statement. I have 

heard the statement that Elbert has a lot of 

contacts in that area, he was state representative 

one time. I've heard somebody make that statement, 

that Elbert could probably get this smoothed over. 

MR. HAUSER: Object to the hearsay, 

object to the relevance. 

Do you have any knowledge of anyone at 

the Kentucky Public Service Commission 
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who may have learned of some allegations 

of wrongdoing at CVE? 

Yes, I have had Dennis Hildenbrand. 

Do you know how to spell that last name? 

No. But he did report to me that he had talked 

with Drucilla Foley, secretary of Ted Hampton and 

said that Drucilla had told him some disturbing 

information about the cooperative and actually was 

into tears and then making the comment to him that, 

you know, she can't believe she's even telling him 

this. So this come straight from Dennis 

Hildenbrand to me because he was substantiating 

some of the information that I was discussing. 

This individual, Dennis Hildenbrand, did 

he at one time work at the PSC, is that 

correct, or... 

To my knowledge. 

... do you know... 
He did work at the PSC. 

Okay. 

He may be retired at this time. 

Do you know whether the PSC ever 

investigated any of these allegations? 

Dennis told me that he took the information to his 

immediate supervisor and that was the end of it, he 
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heard nothing else of it. 

So the way you learned of this was that 

Dennis told you this, is that correct? 

That is correct, Dennis told me that personally. 

Did CVE ever file a civil suit against 

you? 

Yes, they did. 

What were the allegations? 

Just returning of some equipment that I had not 

gave back to them, and my stance was I was 

basically telling them to come and get the 

equipment and they wanted me to deliver the 

equipment, so I did do that. 

Was that suit settled? 

Oh, yes. 

Okay. Were any criminal charges filed 

against you arising out of that incident 

that was the subject of the civil suit? 

Not to my knowledge. I know of nothing like that. 

Alright. And were you terminated from 

CVE? 

Yes, Mr. Hampton and Mr. Bryant, Wayne Bryant was 

present, he told me he was laying me off due to 

hiring consultants was what he told me, and that 

was on July 27th of '04. 
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Okay, and the reason he said was hiring 

consultants, I didn't understand what 

that meant. Could you explain? 

Patterson & Dura were consultants that he was using 

and that was just how he laid it out to me. You 

know, I'm laying you off, we've hired consultants. 

That was pretty much about it. 

Okay. And do you believe that there is 

another reason for the termination? 

I have my beliefs, yes, but I don't know if 

that's.. . 
Okay, well, if you don't want to go into 

it, that--that's ... 
Yeah. I mean, I have my opinions. 

Have you ever heard of CVE being referred 

to as Hampton Valley? 

Yes. At different meetings, at different 

engineering meetings I've heard that before. 

heard that as people making jokes. 

Previously, Mr. Carroll, we had introduced AG 

and AG No. 2, they were these two invoices. 

Uh-huh. 

The Ronnie Corey invoice and the invoice 

f o r  SECC. 

Yes. 
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Do you know who would have access to these to get 

an original? 

I would assume CVE could do that through their 

accounting department. 

Okay, is there an individual in the 

accounting department who could do this? 

To get the original? 

Uh-huh. 

There's probably several in there that could get it 

I'm assuming. 

Could you list their names for us? 

Well, the names I have, one's retired, Wayne Bryant 

could get that; Robert Prevatte could get that, 

he's just recently retired; Robert Tolliver could 

get that; Karen Hampton could get that. 

Okay. Earlier we had talked about 

Kenneth Lay in regards to his business, 

and I believe you said it was Lay Tree & 

Brush, is that correct? 

Lay Tree Trimming. 

Something like that? 

Yes. 

Is Kenneth Lay related in any way to any 

other CVE employee, to your knowledge? 

Kenneth Lay? Not--to my knowledge not Kenneth. 
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There's Five-C Construction, Brenda Corey has her 

brother working out there. 

Okay, and I think you'd said earlier that 

Kenneth Lay is related to Ted Hampton? 

Cousins? 

To my knowledge they're cousins. 

Let me ask you too... 

That's what I was always told. 

I'm sorry, what was that? 

That's what I was always told the whole time I was 

employed there. 

Okay. Is Mr. Kenneth Lay also related in 

any way to any member of CVE's board of 

directors, to your knowledge? 

Not to my knowledge. 

Okay. Do you know whether Ronnie Corey 

is a friend of Ted Hampton's? 

I couldn't... 

You're not sure? 

Yeah. 

That's okay, if you don't know that's 

okay. 

Yeah. 

MR. COOK: We're going over a 

few more things just to see if 
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there's any more follow-up 

here. That's all the questions 

we have for you at this time. 

Anita, do you want to do next 

or do you... 

MS. MITCHELL: No, go ahead. 

MR. HOWARD: Yeah, I think during the 

conference call it was decided Mr. Hauser 

would go next. 

CROSS EXAMINATION BY MR. HAUSER: 

Q Mr. Carroll, with respect to the tree trimming and 

A 

the construction, are you aware that there's a 

bidding process for that? 

Uh.. . 
Q You haven't testified to that. 

A No, I don't have any knowledge of any of the bids 

I or any kind of process. I 
Q

Are you aware that there exists a bidding process 

though for that? 

No. 

You're not? 

A I'm not aware--1 was not involved with any bids at 

Cumberland Valley Electric. 

Q

Are you.. . 
I'm sure--I'm sure... 
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You weren't involved with a lot of things you 

testified here today about, but--directly. I'm 

just asking you, did you have knowledge that there 

was bidding process on both the right-of-way work 

as well as the construction work? 

No. Construction, you first said right-of-way. 

Yes, I am aware there is on construction. I'm 

aware that there is bids. 

Bidding under--bidding under a contract? 

Yes. 

You indicated that one of your criticisms of the 

way some of these contracts are done, it's an 

hourly rather than a per job basis. 

Y e s .  

Are you aware of any other co-ops who do it on 

hourly basis? 

No. 

Are you aware of any reasons that you might want to 

do it on an hourly basis? 

I would assume that with the other cooperatives 

that I've talked with, most people, most 

cooperatives, do that on a per job basis. They 

feel that's a better way to bid it to get that 

fixed cost to put in their budgets. In talking 

with Mr. Norman, Mike Norman, he gave temporary 
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permission in his words to Cumberland Valley years 

ago to do it per hour and that was supposed to have 

ended, and that come straight from Mike Norman. 

That was not supposed to have been ongoing process. 

So when did you have this conversation 

with Mr. Norman? 

That was probably within the past two and a half, 

three years. And I did have a witness there as 

well. 

Who would that be? 

That would be Robert Tolliver. 

How did this conversation with Mr. Norman 

arise? 

I don't recall what started the conversation. 

Was Mr. Norman--how--was Mr. Norman here, 

was he on the phone? 

Oh, he was present. 

You've indicated there was a bulldozer 

that you said was never used at all, is 

that correct? 

It wasn't used for the time I was there. It was 

parked in the same position. 

Are you aware that it's used for bush-hogging 

right-of-way, that they actually have--that's what 

it's used for, to bush-hog? 
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A When did that start? I'm not aware of that, no.

So you don't have any knowledge whether 

it's--your testimony today is that it's 

never been used? 

My testimony it was not used during the time I was 

employed there. 

And that was from May of 1995 until July 

of 2004, is that correct? 

That was time of employment, correct. 

When was the bulldozer purchased? 

It's on the invoice. 2001; July 26, 2001. 

So you're saying, your testimony is it never was 

used from 2001 until you left in... 

'04. 

... 2004, is that correct? 
That's correct. To my knowledge it was not used. 

S o  if it were used, you're just mistaken 

today then? 

If it were used I would be mistaken, but I parked 

very near where the bulldozer stayed parked during 

the whole time. 

You've mentioned Mr. McCuen who works 

there, William, known as Boogie, Bogey? 

Bogey, you aware of that? 

Yes. 
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You're aware of him. Do you, under--did 

you know whether or not while you were 

working there he was actually an employee 

or did he do contract work for them? 

He started off contract. He became an employee 

before I left. 

Okay, so much of the time that he was 

there he just did work and then charged 

for what he did, correct? 

He was a contractor for Cumberland Valley to my 

knowledge, worked on Cumberland Valley equipment on 

their property. 

And primarily what kind of work did he 

do? 

Mechanic. 

He basically did all the work on trucks, 

vehicles for Cumberland Valley Electric 

by contract, is that correct? 

To my knowledge, yes. 

You mentioned about certain tools have been 

purchased from Knox Auto Parts or other places. Do 

you have any reason to believe that the price--Je 

gave one, other than this conversation that you had 

with Mr. Hampton, do you have any reason to believe 

that the price of those tools were higher than they 
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should have been? 

No. 

You don't have any knowledge of that? 

No. 

As part of your work at Cumberland Valley 

Electric, were you in charge of the 

Turtle program? 

Yes. 

Why don't you explain what everybody-- 

what the Turtle program is? 

Well, it's automatic meter reading system that was 

installed to read meters, you know, back to the 

office instead of having the meter readers go out 

and read your meter--read their meters. 

And did that begin after you became 

employed with Cumberland Valley Electric? 

Yes. 

Do you remember the year they started the Turtle 

program? 

It was around '96 I think, '96, '97, somewhere 

through there. 

And just so people will understand, what- 

-what does that involve? What is a 

Turtle and how does it work and how are 

they installed? 
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It's an electronic device that goes in a meter, 

sends a signal back to the power line, collected at 

the sub-station and then downloaded into the office 

to give meter readings. 

And is the idea of a Turtle to save the 

electric cooperative or the utility 

money.. . 
Yes. 

... in the long run? And during the 

entire time that you worked at Cumberland 

Valley Electric, was that your job, to 

install the Turtles? Or to supervise the 

installation? 

Supervise, yes. 

As part of that supervision of Turtles, 

did you program--program the meters? 

Yes, on occasion. 

From whom were those Turtles purchased 

while you were employed at Cumberland 

Valley Electric? 

Hunt Technologies. 

Pardon me? 

Hunt Technologies. 

And what is Hunt Technologies? 

They are the vendor that produces the Turtle 
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automatic meter reading device. 

Where are they out of? What's their home 

base? 

Minnesota. 

Did you have any employment position or contract 

position with Hunt Technology? 

Yes, at one time I did do some work for Hunt 

Technology. 

Tell us what that is. 

Just having some contracts to try to promote to 

move their equipment into other areas, other states 

just in the southeastern area. 

And were you paid for this? 

If any equipment was purchased they would 

definitely--they would pay a commission, a 

percentage, and they gave like a, I'm wanting to 

say a twelve month window to try to help them move 

their product. 

So when did you start whis relationship with Hunt 

Technologies? 

Probably sometime in the 1999, somewhere, maybe 

2000, 2000. 

Were you working for Cumberland Valley Electric 

while you were doing this? 

Yes. 
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So how did you go out and promote the 

technologies to other co-ops or other 

utility commissions? 

The only time that I ever got an opportunity to do 

it would be like on some vacation or just some time 

that I had to take off and try to go out and help 

other utilities get involved with it. 

So your testimony today is that you would 

have never done that while working on, 

say during a work day for Cumberland 

Valley Electric? 

I'd have no opportunity to go out during a work day 

for these other utilties. 

As part of your job did you do some meter 

programming for like three phase lines for 

commercial lines? 

At Cumberland Valley? 

Yes, sir. 

On occasion I did, A lot of times they would come 

factory programmed, but on occasion I would do 

that, yes. 

While you were working at Cumberland 

Valley or just after you left, did you 

learn that there had been a programming 

error on commercial meters? 
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I heard rumor of that, but that was not--to my 

knowledge that was not in my area. 

So if there had been a three hundred and twenty- 

nine, almost three hundred and thirty thousand 

dollar error on the three phase metering for 

commercial lines, you would not have had anything 

to do with that? 

That was not my mistake, no. 

What states were you--back to the Hunt 

Technologies. What states were you responsible for 

trying to promote the Turtle business? 

I don't recall the states, but it was the 

surrounding states in the area, anywhere that they 

could get some help. They were wanting help 

getting their business going, they were new, but it 

was in the surrounding states of Kentucky. 

Uh-huh, and from, let's say from '99 till 

2005, what was the most per year that you 

would have ever received in commissions 

from Hunt Technologies? 

I think the--well, like I say, the commission ran 

out. It was a time frame that ran out after a 

certain amount of time. It was 12 or 18 months and 

that was it. The most I've ever received probably 

somewhere around two to three hundred thousand, 
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somewhere through there, approximately. 

S o  you received two to three hundred 

thousand dollars? 

Correct. 

In a year? 

At least in a year, 12 to 18 months, ever how long 

the contract was lasted. It was a 12 month or an 

18 month contract, I don't really recall. It was 

one or the other. 

Let me get this straight. So while you 

were working for--you were working for 

Cumberland Valley when this was going on, 

correct? 

Correct. 

And in your part-time you were able to 

procure two to three hundred thousand, is 

that what you said? 

That's approximately. 

In commissions for Hunt Technologies? 

Right. I was--you know, I had other people working 

with that as well, it wasn't just me. 

Who did you have working f o r  you? 

I had Sean McCarty also going out doing some field 

work, doing ... 
Where does Sean McCarty work? 
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He works currently for Hunt Technologies now. He 

done such a good job as you could see, they 

actually hired him. 

And your testimony today that while you were 

earning this two to three hundred thousand dollar 

commission that that did not interfere with your 

work at Cumberland Valley? 

No. 

What did you make at Cumberland Valley 

Electric? 

Around fifty, fifty-some thousand, fifty-five, 

fifty-seven, something like that. 

Is that what you made when you were--when 

you left or was that what you started at? 

No, I started at like thirty-one. 

Now, as we sit here today do you do any 

work for Cumberland Valley Electric? 

My family still does some metering work for 

Cumberland Valley Electric, that is correct. 

Now, you say your family. Under what 

business does your family operate that 

does work for Cumberland Valley Electric? 

High Tech Metering Services. 

High Tech Metering? 

Yes. 
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When was High Tech Metering founded? 

Probably last two or three years. 

Who is your family? 

owns High Tech Metering? 

High Tech Metering is owned by Kathy Redmond. 

Who's Kathy Redmond? 

That's my mother. 

When did you say High Tech Metering was founded as 

a corporation? 

Metering was formed the last two or three years. 

Did you ever do any metering or did your 

family ever do any metering for any 

electric cooperative, company, city, 

whatever, utility, prior to two or three 

years ago? 

Yes, we did some--several utilities prior to two or 

three years ago. 

When did it start? 

Probably in 2000, somewhere through there, '99, 

2000, maybe 2001, somewhere in that area. 

Now, I... 

I want to say it may have been incorporated in '99 

maybe. 

And what was the name of it in ' 9 9 ,  was 

it High Tech Metering then? 

Who in your family 
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No, it was just High Tech Services back then. 

High Tech Services first? 

Right. 

Who was the incorporator of that? 

I incorporated that, I started that. 

How come you changed it? 

No apparent reason, just--just trying to set 

something up. My mother was wanting to continue to 

go on. I kind of had my fill of it and felt like 

I'd done all I could do in the area, so. So I was 

giving her the ability to go on without me. 

During that period of time were you going 

through a divorce? 

Yes. 

Did the changing of that have anything to 

do with the divorce? 

It's two different entities. It wasn't a changing 

name of the company, it's two different companies. 

I thought you said that High Tech 

Services then became High Tech Metering? 

No, I did not say that. 

Alright, what. .. 
High Tech Services still exists today. It's still 

open company, and High Tech Metering exists today, 

it's an open company. 
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Today what does High Tech Services do, 

what kind of... 

Today High Tech Services does nothing. 

So it's an inactive corporation? 

It's not listed inactive, it's still--it's still 

active, but it's not making revenue at this time. 

So it's an active non-functioning 

company, is that correct? 

Because it may start back up That is correct. 

again one day. 

But what it was Laing, is High Tech 

Metering doing what High Tech Services 

was doing until it became inactive? 

Not fully. Metering is just fooling with the 

metering itself. No sales, no commissions, nothing 

like that, no promotions are being done by High- 

Tech Metering, just strictly metering. 

In response to a question counsel asked 

you about the lawsuit that Cumberland 

Valley filed, that was about equipment, 

wasn't it, electrical testing equipment? 

It was one piece of electrical testing equipment 

and some other equipment as well. 

How much was all that equipment worth? 

Approximately thirty thousand dollars, somewhere ,n 
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that ball park. 

Can you tell us when that equipment was 

purchased by Cumberland Valley Electric? 

No, I cannot. 

Can you tell me who was responsible for 

ordering and purchasing equipment? 

All approvals were from Ted Hampton. 

Who ordered the equipment? 

That would be me. 

Where was the equipment taken once it was 

purchased? 

The equipment was taken--most of the time it was on 

my truck, on my Cumberland Valley vehicle truck. 

It was a piece of field equipment. 

Alright, the other equipment, I mean, did 

the--the part that wasn't on your truck 

where was that kept? 

The parts were kept on the truck. I'm not getting 

the question. The parts to my knowledge that 

you're asking about was on the truck. 

Everything, everything you had with-- 

everything you had with--all the 

equipment you had was all contained on 

the truck? 

To my knowledge, yes. 
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And there was thirty thousand dollars 

worth of... 

Yeah, one piece of it was probably the biggest 

chunk of that. 

What piece is that? 

That was the field test equipment. 

Tell me what that consists of. 

Just to go out and test some of the three phase 

equipment out in the field. 

And specifically what--1 mean, what does 

it actually look like? What is that? 

It's a box. It's physically probably two or three 

feet long, maybe a foot wide, maybe two foot long 

possibly. 

I'm going to show you a copy of a verified 

complaint that was filed--I'm sorry, counsel, I 

don't have another copy of it. 

MR. HOWARD: If you could let us see that 

though. 

We'll make a copy. Mr. Carroll, I want 

you to look at that. Specifically I'm 

referring you to page two. You testified 

about--1 mean there's a list of equipment 

listed in that complaint. To the best of 

your knowledge is that accurate?

To the best of my knowledge. 

There's a value of thirty-three thousand 

dollars listed for all that equipment. 

Is that.. . 
I think that would be... 

Is that accurate? 

. . .close. 
Do you mind going over--1 mean, there's 

about eight or ten pieces there, and just 

tell us what each of those different 

pieces of equipment are, 

Okay, model RMlO watthour, that was a piece of 

equipment that went inside this model 441 field 

tester. It's located inside that box. The field 

tester is like the description says, it's a piece 

of equipment to go out and test field equipment, 

three phase meters and so on. The AVO test jack, 

that is something that you'd have to put on the 

base to put the meter back on to power it up. 

Fluke, that was just a volt meter to measure the 

voltage while you're in the field. Power quality 

analyzer, that was to check the harmonic load. 

It's similar to a volt meter, but it checks 

harmonic. The land tester, the land tester I don't 

recall what that is. It's another piece of 
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equipment associated with that. I don't really 

recall ever using that. Portable test system, the 

portable was the thing that you could test when a 

consumer would have a complaint, it was a single 

phase unit you could throw on there right quick, 

put your single phase meter back on the equipment 

and test it under the consumer's load. We used 

that quite a bit out there on high bill complaints. 

REPORTER: On what complaints? 

High bill complaints, when a consumer had a high 

bill we could take that piece of equipment and go 

out and test it right there at their presence. The 

portable standard, that was again a piece of 

equipment used for the 441 field tester. And as 

well the shop stand adapter, that was a piece of 

equipment that actually you could put the meter on 

that held the meter in place, in position. The 

Inspiron laptop computer, computer to test with, 

and the IPAQ was a hand-held device that you could 

plug into your PC at the office. It's like to keep 

up dates and appointments. 

Okay, thank you. I would--we'll make a 

copy of it, but I would move to have 

that, this is Exhibit CVE 1. 

****CVE Exhibit 1 so marked and attached. 
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You testified in response to counsel's question 

that basically the lawsuit was just about 

returning--you'd told Cumberland Valley that all 

they had to do was come pick the equipment up 

and.. . 
Yes. 

And that's what it was about? 

Yes. 

Who did you deal with at Cumberland 

Valley Electric? 

I talked with Robert Prevatte about picking up the 

equipment. And Robert was actually going to meet me 

one day, he was going to actually come down and 

pick it up, but I just had it delivered, save him 

the trouble. 

When that complaint was--do you know when 

the complaint was dismissed, when that 

case was settled, do you know? 

No. I remember receiving documents that it was 

dismissed, but I'm not... 

Would it have been around November of 

2004? 

I would think so. That would sound about 

right. 

I'll show you a copy of that. So is it 
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fair to say though it took from July the 

27th until November, the end of November, 

to get the equipment back, is that 

correct? 

A I would think that would be very close. 

Q Were you using that equipment at this time? 

A No. 

Q When did you cease using the equipment? 

A I had ceased using the equipment as far as doing 

field tests and things like that probably a year or 

so before, beforehand. I hadn't done any field-- 

other than maybe a consumer complaint, a complaint 

coming in. 

Q And all this equipment was field testing 

equipment you say? 

A Yes. 

MR. HAUSER: We'd move the order as 

Exhibit 2 to Cumberland Valley Electric 

to show that date. 

MR. HOWARD: No objection. 

****CVE Exhibit 2 so marked and attached. 

Q Now, while you were employed as an engineer at 

Cumberland Valley Electric, did you do any 

consulting, metering, either for Cumberland 

Electric or for High Tech, consulting with any 
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other co-ops in Kentucky? 

The metering--or the shop did do work for other 

cooperatives, yes. 

And was that under High Tech Metering or 

was that under High Tech Services at the 

time? 

At the time, the first going on, it was High Tech 

Services. 

And you were the owner of High Tech Services, is 

that correct? 

That is correct. 

Tell me who you worked for and what you did during 

that period of time. 

During the early goings we done some work for 

Southside in Virginia. We done some work f o r  Clark 

Energy in Kentucky, Buckeye in Ohio, Tipmont in 

Indiana. 

And what kind of work did you do for 

them? 

Basically just 

they'd fit the 

they would send their meters in, 

meters, put the modules on the 

devices, test ,he meter, make sure it was working 

properly and then give it back to the customer. 

And what type of equipment did you use to 

test those meters? 
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We used Weco. 

REPORTER: I'm sorry? 

Weco, W-e-c-o. 

And physically where was all that done if 

it got shipped in? 

To my--to my parents' residence, they have like a 

building built on their property, and it was 

physically shipped there. 

Did your parents actually do any of the 

work? 

Yes. 

When did they begin in this business? 

At the early stages because just to be able to do 

that kind of bulk work, you know, I couldn't handle 

doing that, so pretty much from the very earliest 

stage. 

So correct me if I'm wrong, but you 

started this consulting business after 

you became an employee of Cumberland 

Valley Electric? 

I started the metering business after. 

Right. Were you doing other consulting 

before? 

No, I'd just graduated college actually when I 

started working for Cumberland Valley Electric. 
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Was Cumberland Valley Electric your first 

engineering job? 

Yes. 

So you brought no, in terms of actual experience 

with utility or anything like that, you brought 

none of that experience with you other than your 

schooling, is that correct? 

Well, I had four years at KU while I was going to 

school, so I actually worked for a utility, so 

maybe brought a little bit of experience. 

MR. COOK: KU meaning ... 
Kentucky Utilities. Sorry. 

To your knowledge, Mr. Carroll, you said 

you were over the Turtle program. To the 

best of your knowledge were all of the-- 

were all of those Turtles installed 

properly? 

To my knowledge they were installed properly. 

We mentioned, I mentioned the one error 

of three hundred and thirty thousand 

dollars approximately, and you're aware 

of that, if that had anything to do... 

I'm unaware of that. 

with Turtles, that would be a three phase account, 

and they were not reading three phase accounts by 

And that had nothing to do 
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A

Turtle, so that had absolutely nothing to do with 

Turtles. 

Besides that though, would there be 

programming of meters for the three phase 

account? 

Not in the metering business, no, did not deal with 

any programming of three phase meters. 

Well, without--strike the metering 

business, I'm talking about as Cumberland 

Valley Electric, when you take a three 

phase meter out there would you not have 

to do some... 

Some.. . 
... something to make sure? 
Some was--1 didn't install to my knowledge--1 don't 

know what account you're talking about, but Jay 

Hampton started installing meters years before I 

quit working at Cumberland Valley Electric, so that 

wouldn't be a meter that I would have personally 

installed at Cumberland Valley, to my knowledge. I 

don't know the account you're referring to. 

would assume if they felt it was something in my 

behalf or my fault I wouldn't know why they'd still 

want to do business with my family's metering 

business. You know, that's what they do business 

And I

in, and they still do that. 

And you say they're still doing business 

with metering? 

Yes, yes. 

What primarily does that consist of? 

With the AMR and the Turtle program. 

Still doing the Turtle program? 

They're still doing business with my family on 

that. 

When you were doing the work for Clark 

Equipmen, and you said Buckeye and the 

others, were you using any of the 

equipment at Cumberland Valley 

Electric ... 
No. 

That was purchased ... 
That was field test equipment. We didn't do any 

field work whatsoever. 

Did you ever have any consulting with 

Brownstown Electric & Supply out of 

Brownstown, Indiana? 

I wouldn't know if I'd call it consulting, we did 

do some meters for them as well. Brownstown is 

currently the commissioned agent for Hunt 

Technologies, to my knowledge. 
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A 

Well, if Brownstown had indicated certain 

metering that you had worked on had not 

been--not been installed properly, would 

you have--would you take issue with that? 

I would argue against that, yes. 

On what grounds? 

I have--just on the grounds that I've seen 

thousands of meters come out of there and 

Brownstown would probably be the first complaint of 

such issue, and the customers that High Tech has 

even started with, they've had a 100 percent 

retention of all customers, so I'm assuming that if 

they were not doing quality work they wouldn't be 

able to keep a 100 percent of their customers. 

Even today they still hold Cumberland Valley as a 

customer. 

While you were working for Cumberland 

Valley Electric, would you agree that you 

were there at the--there at your office 

most of the time or were you on the road 

or how would you describe where you were? 

I was at the office the majority of the time. You 

know, there'd be times where Mr. Hampton would even 

come down and tell us all to get out, you know, get 

out of there, but the majority of the times I'd be 
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at the office or at maybe an account. We had 

certain accounts assigned to us, go out and check 

like electrical problems or issues like that. 

Were there ever times that people were 

trying to get up with you and couldn't 

find you? 

I always kept a cell phone. Everybody that needed 

me knew to call me. 

So your testimony would be if anybody 

needed you there would be no problem in 

getting up with you? 

I would think not. 

You indicated that you were let go in 

July the 27th and you thought you had a 

reason but you didn't say what it was? 

Yes. 

Do you want to tell us what you think the 

reason was? 

Maybe at a future time, not right now. 

Maybe at a future time? 

I have no more comment on that. 

MR. HAUSER: I think that's all I have 

for the moment. I may want to take a 

short break and consult for some other 

questions. 
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MR. HOWARD: Sure, I think what we can do 

is Ms. Mitchell and then--we've been 

going on for an hour and a half. I think 

you ought to have an opportunity to ask. 

MS. MITCHELL: Do you want to take a 

break before you said you were completely 

finished, is that what you said? 

MR. HAUSER: Well, you can go if you'll-- 

if I can be allowed to ask a few more 

questions. 

MR. COOK: Yeah, I think maybe it would 

be best if you went ahead. 

CROSS EXAMINATION BY MS. MITCHELL: 

Q Mr. Carroll, you referred to a--there was an 

opportunity--there was a time where Mr. Hampton 

asked you to add some--add to a work plan. And 

when you say add to, are you saying to add expense 

to it? 

A Yes. 

Q Or add work to it or both? 

A It would pertain to both. 

Q And you said you refused. Did that work 

plan, did those items actually get added 

to the work plan and were they filed with 

PSC and approved? 
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Those items that we were discussing was not added 

to the work plan. 

You say Mr. Corey's father served on the 

CVE board? 

Yes. 

Is he presently serving or can you tell 

me the time frame which he served? 

He's deceased. 

Deceased? Do you know what time he 

served? 

To my knowledge it was many years. I mean, CVE 

could give you the dates of his service. 

Was he on the board when they bought that 

bulldozer from Ronnie Corey? 

That would be ninety--2001. I don't recall the 

year he was deceased, so I don't--I can't recall. 

I don't know what year he deceased. 

When you were talking about the incident 

in which you were in the office when Mr. 

Hampton negotiated a deal for some 

equipment for three thousand dollars and 

then discussed with his son to resell it, 

to purchase it and resell it, what year 

was that? 

I would say that's been somewhere in the past three 
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or four years. Maybe anywhere from--1 mean that 

could have been even--1 can't really recall the 

date, that...

I'm sure other people could 

testify to that. 

But do you know of any instances where 

work was actually foundering at times? 

No, I don't have any particular instances during 

that time. 

Mr. Cook asked you if the PSC was made 

aware of any of the wrongdoing that 

you're speaking of that happened at CVE, 

and you mentioned Dennis Hildenbrand. 

Were you the one--can you tell us all the 

people who conveyed this information to

Like were 

they moved to a better location for access for 

repairs, do you know? 

Yes, I would agree that they would be better 

access.

I think some of the questions for the line 

relocations and things like that would be better 

left to some of the staking engineers, but I can 

answer as much as I can. 

Was it your respons bility on when those 

lines would be replaced?

Does it strike you as unusual in any way that CVE 
provides all the equipment for Mr. Lay to use? 

You know, if you're going to provide all the 
equipment and basically you're just using the 
contractors to provide the labor, I mean, you know, 
it just doesn't make sense, especially for what the 
labor is paid. Most of the labor for them they're 
paid minimum wage, maybe a little better than 
minimum wage, you know, and then of course you're 
paying out high dollar, twenty to twenty-five 
dollars per hour per man and then they get paid 
minimum wage, you know, I can't see the advantage

there to not just hire that person. You own all 
the equipment, you know, provide jobs for the 
people you serve instead of just basically paying 
through one man. 
Okay. Was an hourly rate charged for 
labor also?

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Nothing in particular. To my knowledge most of the 
equipment belonged to CVE, so not a particular 
piece of equipment. 
Was there a bulldozer? 
Yes. That was definitely a kind of oddball 
purchase when he--Cumberland Valley bought a 
bulldozer from Ronnie Corey, and the bulldozer to 
my knowledge was not even operational. I thnk 
they spent approximately sixty or eighty thousand 
dollars on the bulldozer and then plus bought 
additional equipment at some later date for 
approximately $45,000.00.

Approxiinately sixty to eighty thousand for the 
bulldozer, and other equipment was purchased as 
well for approxiinately forty, and it was just a 
little bit of odd to me that you're buying a piece 
of equipment that, you know, I'm assuming that was 
going to be used for right-of-way that was not even 
operational.

percent, but that was for future allocations. 
People like Mr. Hampton that had his 30 years in 
could have retired that day and basically had money 
from that transaction.

What's their home 
base? 
Minnesota. 
Did you have any employment position or contract 
position with Hunt Technology? 
Yes, at one time I did do some work for Hunt 
Technology. 
Tell us what that is. 
Just having some contracts to try to promote to 
move their equipment into other areas, other states 
just in the southeastern area. 
And were you paid for this? 
If any equipment was purchased they would 
definitely--they would pay a commission, a 
percentage, and they gave like a, I'm wanting to 
say a twelve month window to try to help them move 
their product. 
So when did you start whis relationship with Hunt 
Technologies? 
Probably sometime in the 1999, somewhere, maybe 
2000,2000. 
Were you workmg for Cumberland Valley Electric 
while you were doing this? 
Yes. 
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It's an electronic device that goes in a meter, 
sends a signal back to the power line, collected at 
the sub-station and then downloaded into the office 
to give meter readings. 
And is the idea of a Turtle to save the 
electric cooperative or the utility 
money.. . 
Yes. 
... in the long run? And during the 
entire time that you worked at Cumberland 
Valley Electric, was that your job, to 
install the Turtles? Or to supervise the 
installation? 
Supervise, yes. 
As part of that supervision of Turtles, 
did you program--program the meters? 
Yes, on occasion. 
From whom were those Turtles purchased 
while you were employed at Cumberland 
Valley Electric? 
Hunt Technologies. 
Pardon me? 
Hunt Technologies. 
And what is Hunt Technologies? 
They are the vendor that produces the Turtle 
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So how did you go out and promote the 
technologies to other co-ops or other 
utility commissions? 
The only time that I ever got an opportunity to do 
it would be like on some vacation or just some time 
that I had to take off and try to go out and help 
other utilities get involved with it. 
So your testimony today is that you would 
have never done that whle working on, 
say during a work day for Cumberland 
Valley Electric? 
I'd have no opportunity to go out during a work day 
for these other utilties. 
As part of your job did you do some meter 
programming for like three phase lines for 
commercial lines? 
At Cumberland Valley? 
Yes, sir.

Did the changing of that have anythmg to 
do with the divorce? 
It's two different entities. It wasn't a changing 
name of the company, it's two different companies. 
I thought you said that High Tech 
Services then became High Tech Metering? 
No, I did not say that. 
Alright, what.. . 
High Tech Services still exists today. It's still 
open company, and High Tech Metering exists today, 
it's an open company. 

Right. 
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Today what does High Tech Services do, 
what kind of ... 
Today High Tech Services does nothing. 
So it's an inactive corporation? 
It's not listed inactive, it's still--it's still 
active, but it's not makmg revenue at this time. 
So it's an active non-functioning 
company, is that correct? 
That is correct. Because it may start back up 
again one day. 
But what it was doing, is High Tech 
Metering doing what High Tech Services 
was doing until it became inactive? 
Not fully. Metering is just fooling with the 
metering itself. No sales, no commissions, nothing 
like that, no promotions are being done by High- 
Tech Metering, just strictly metering. 
In response to a question counsel asked 
you about the lawsuit that Cumberland 
Valley filed, that was about equipment, 
wasn't it, electrical testing equipment? 
It was one piece of electrical testing equipment 
and some other equipment as well. 
How much was all that equipment worth? 
Aumoximatelv thirty thousand dollars. somewhere in 
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that ball park. 
Can you tell us when that equipment was 
purchased by Cumberland Valley Electric? 
No, I cannot. 
Can you tell me who was responsible for 
ordering and purchasing equipment? 
All approvals were from Ted Hampton. 
Who ordered the equipment? 
That would be me. 
Where was the equipment taken once it was 
purchased? 
The equipment was taken--most of the time it was on 
my truck, on my Cumberland Valley vehicle truck. 
It was a piece of field equipment. 
Alright, the other equipment, I mean, did 
the--the part that wasn't on your truck 
where was that kept? 
The parts were kept on the truck. I'm not getting 
the question. The parts to my knowledge that 
you're asking about was on the truck. 
Everything, everythmg you had with-- 
everything you had with--all the 
equipment you had was all contained on 
the truck? 
To my knowledge, yes. 
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And there was thuty thousand dollars 
worth of ... 
Yeah, one piece of it was probably the biggest 
chunk of that. 
What piece is that? 
That was the field test equipment. 
Tell me what that consists of. 
Just to go out and test some of the three phase 
equipment out in the field. 
And specifically what--I mean, what does 
it actually look like? What is that? 
It's a box. It's physically probably two or three 
feet long, maybe a foot wide, maybe two foot long 
possibly. 
I'm going to show you a copy of a verified 
complaint that was filed--I'm sorry, counsel, I 
don't have another copy of it. 

HOWARD: If you could let us see that 
though. 

We'll make a copy. MI. Carroll, I want 
you to look at that. Specifically I'm 
refemng you to page two. You testified 
about--1 mean there's a list of equipment 
listed in that complaint. To the best of 
your knowledge is that accurate? 
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To the best of my knowledge. 
There's a value of thirty-three thousand 
dollars listed for all that equipment. 
Is that.. . 
I think that would be ... 
Is that accurate? 
... close. 
Do you mind going over--1 mean, there's 
about eight or ten pieces there, and just 
tell us what each of those different 
pieces of equipment are. 
Okay, model RMlO watthow, that was a piece of 
equipment that went inside this model 441 field 
tester. It's located inside that box. The field 
tester is like the description says, it's a piece 
of equipment to go out and test field equipment, 
three phase meters and so on. The AVO test jack, 
that is something that you'd have to put on the 
base to put the meter back on to power it up. 
Fluke, that was just a volt meter to measure the 
voltage while you're in the field. Power quality 
analyzer, that was to check the harmonic load. 
It's similar to a volt meter, but it checks 
harmonic. The land tester, the land tester I don't 
recall what that is, It's another piece of 
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equipment associated with that. I don't really 
recall ever using that. Portable test system, the 
portable was the thing that you could test when a 
consumer would have a complaint, it was a single 
phase unit you could throw on there right quick, 
put your single phase meter back on the equipment 
and test it under the consumer's load. We used 
that quite a bit out there on high bill complaints. 

REPORTER: On what complaints? 
High bill complaints, when a consumer had a high 
bill we could take that piece of equipment and go 
out and test it right there at their presence. The 
portable standard, that was again a piece of 
equipment used for the 441 field tester. And as 
well the shop stand adapter, that was a piece of 
equipment that actually you could put the meter on 
that held the meter in place, in position. The 
Inspiron laptop computer, computer to test with, 
and the IPAQ was a hand-held device that you could 
plug into your PC at the office. It's like to keep 
up dates and appointments. 
Okay, thank you. I would--we'll make a 
copy of it, but I would move to have 
that, this is Exhibit CVE 1.

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You testified in response to counsel's question 
that basically the lawsuit was just about 
returning--you'd told Cumberland Valley that all 
they had to do was come pick the equipment up 
and ... 
Yes. 
And that's what it was about? 
Yes. 
Who dld you deal with at Cumberland 
Valley Electric? 
I talked with Robert F'revatte about picking up the 
equipment. And Robert was actually going to meet me 
one day, he was going to actually come down and 
pick it up, but I just had it delivered, save him 
the trouble. 
When that complaint was--do you know when 
the complaint was dismissed, when that 
case was settled, do you know? 
No. I remember receiving documents that it was 
dlsmissed, but I'm not ... 
Would it have been around November of 
2004? 
I would think so. That would sound about 

I'll show you a copy of that. So is it 
right. 
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fair to say though it took from July the 
27th until November, the end of November, 
to get the equipment back, is that 
correct? 
I would thnk that would be very close. 
Were you using that equipment at this time? 
No. 
When did you cease using the equipment? 
I had ceased using the equipment as far as doing 
field tests and things llke that probably a year or 
so before, beforehand. I hadn't done any field-- 
other than maybe a consumer complaint, a complaint 
coming in. 
And all this equipment was field testing 
equipment you say? 
Yes. 

HAUSER: We'd move the order as 
Exhibit 2 to Cumberland Valley Electric 
to show that date. 
MR. HOWARD: No objection.

Now, while you were employed as an engineer at 
Cumberland Valley Electric, dld you do any 
consulting, metering, either for Cumberland 
Electric or for High Tech, consulting with any 
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other co-ops in Kentucky? 
The metering--or the shop did do work for other 
cooperatives, yes. 
And was that under High Tech Metering or 
was that under High Tech Services at the 
time? 
At the time, the first going on, it was High Tech 
Services. 
And you were the owner of High Tech Services, is 
that correct? 
That is correct. 
Tell me who you worked for and what you did during 
that period of time. 
Dunng the early goings we done some work for 
Southside in Virginia. We done some work for Clark 
Energy in Kentucky, Buckeye in Ohio, Tipmont in 
Indiana. 
And what kind of work did you do for 
them? 
Basically just they would send their meters in, 
they'd fit the meters, put the modules on the 
devices, test the meter, make sure it was working 
properly and then give it back to the customer. 
And what type of equipment dld you use to 
test those meters? 
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We used Weco. 

Weco, W-e-c-o. 
And physically where was all that done if 
it got shipped in? 
To my--to my parents' residence, they have llke a 
buillng built on their property, and it was 
physically shipped there. 
Did your parents actually do any of the 
work? 
Yes. 
When did they begin in this business? 
At the early stages because just to be able to do 
that kind of bulk work, you know, I couldn't handle 
doing that, so pretty much from the very earliest 
stage. 
So correct me if I'm wrong, but you 
started this consulting business after 
you became an employee of Cumberland 
Valley Electric? 
I started the metering business after. 
Right. Were you doing other consulting 
before? 
No, I'd just graduated college actually when I 
started working for Cumberland Valley Electric. 

REPORTER: I'm S O W ?  
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Was Cumberland Valley Electric your first 
engineering job? 
Yes. 
So you brought no, in terms of actual experience 
with utility or anythng like that, you brought 
none of that experience with you other than your 
schooling, is that correct? 
Well, I had four years at KU while I was going to 
school, so I actually worked for a utility, so 
maybe brought a little bit of experience. 

m. COOK: KU meaning ... 
Kentucky Utilities. Sorry. 
To your knowledge, h4r. Carroll, you said 
you were over the Turtle program. To the 
best of your knowledge were all of the-- 
were all of those Turtles installed 
properly? 
To my knowledge they were installed properly. 
We mentioned, I mentioned the one error 
of three hundred and thirty thousand 
dollars approximately, and you're aware 
of that, if that had anything to do ... 
I'm unaware of that. And that had nothing to do 
with Turtles, that would be a three phase account, 
and they were not reading three phase accounts by 
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Turtle, so that had absolutely nothing to do with 
Turtles. 
Besides that though, would there be 
programming of meters for the three phase 
account? 
Not in the metering business, no, dld not deal with 
any programming of three phase meters. 
Well, without--strike the metering 
business, I'm taking about as Cumberland 
Valley Electric, when you take a three 
phase meter out there would you not have 
to do some ... 
Some.. . 
. . . somethmg to make sure? 
Some was--1 didn't install to my knowledge--1 don't 
know what account you're talking about, but Jay 
Hampton started installing meters years before I 
quit working at Cumberland Valley Electric, so that 
wouldn't be a meter that I would have personally 
installed at Cumberland Valley, to my knowledge. I 
don't know the account you're referring to. And I 
would assume if they felt it was something in my 
behalf or my fault I wouldn't know why they'd still 
want to do business with my family's metering 
business. You know, that's what thev do business 
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in, and they still do that. 
And you say they're still doing business 
with metering? 
Yes, yes. 
What primarily does that consist of? 
With the AMR and the Turtle program. 
Still doing the Turtle program? 
They're still doing business with my family on 
that. 
When you were doing the work for Clark 
Equipment and you said Buckeye and the 
others, were you using any of the 
equipment at Cumberland Valley 
Electric ... 
No. 
That was purchased ... 
That was field test equipment. We didn't do any 
field work whatsoever. 
Did you ever have any consulting with 
Brownstown Electric & Supply out of 
Brownstown, Indiana? 
I wouldn't know if I'd call it consulting, we did 
do some meters for them as well. Brownstown is 
currently the commissioned agent for Hunt 
Technologies, to my knowledge. 
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Well, if Brownstown had indicated certain 
metering that you had worked on had not 
been--not been installed properly, would 
you have--would you take issue with that? 
I would argue against that, yes. 
On what grounds? 
I have--just on the grounds that I've seen 
thousands of meters come out of there and 
Brownstown would probably be the first complaint of 
such issue, and the customers that High Tech has 
even started with, they've had a 100 percent 
retention of all customers, so I'm assuming that if 
they were not doing quality work they wouldn't be 
able to keep a 100 percent of their customers. 
Even today they still hold Cumberland Valley as a 
customer. 
While you were working for Cumberland 
Valley Electric, would you agree that you 
were there at the--there at your office 
most of the time or were you on the road 
or how would you describe where you were? 
I was at the office the majority of the time. You 
know, there'd be times where Mr. Hampton would ever 
come down and tell us all to get out, you know, get 
out of there, but the majority of the times I'd be 
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at the office or at maybe an account. We had 
certain accounts assigned to us, go out and check 
like electrical problems or issues like that. 
Were there ever times that people were 
trying to get up with you and couldn't 
find you? 
I always kept a cell phone. Everybody that needei 
me knew to call me. 
So your testimony would be if anybody 
needed you there would be no problem in 
getting up with you? 
I would think not. 
You indicated that you were let go in 
July the 27th and you thought you had a 
reason but you didn't say what it was? 
Yes. 
Do you want to tell us what you think the 
reason was? 
Maybe at a future time, not right now. 
Maybe at a future time? 
I have no more comment on that.

I don't know what year he deceased. 
When you were talking about the incident 
in which you were in the office when Mr. 
Hampton negotiated a deal for some 
equipment for th re  thousand dollars and 
then discussed with his son to resell it, 
to purchase it and resell it, what year 
was that? 
I would say that's been somewhere in the past three 
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or four years. Maybe anywhere from--1 mean that 
could have been even--1 can't really recall the 
date, that ...

You stated that you felt that some lines 
were replaced prematurely. When you say 
lines, was it one line, was it several 
lines, can you be more specific? 
Well, just in the constructing of day to day 
business, you know, there'd be sometimes you'd move 
a line from here to over here because it was just 
more readily accessible but still that's an expense 
to the cooperative, you know, to maybe--to make 
those kind of decisions, you know, and of course, 
that's Ted's decisions to do that, but I would 
question not getting the full life out of the line, 
you know, in an area if it's maintained and kept 
adequately--you know, let that line get to the 
point where you expense that line and depreciate it 
out and then move it to a proper place. 
Okay. When you say that that is an 
expense to the co-op, I understand, but 
can you tell me what type of expense 
we're talking about? Are we t akng  this 
happens all the time, how many lines ... 
Well, I've witnessed myself Mr. Hampton coming to 
the stakers, in question would be like Donald 
Lynch, telling hun Donald I'm out of work for the 
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contractors, find me work. So to me it was always 
a issue of where I was talung it like, you know, if 
we're out of the work for the contractors, I mean 
you're pushing to keep contractors busy, you know, 
to me that didn't make sense to do that, so you 
know, it's an ongoing process to keep work for the 
contractors. 
You said you left employment in July of 
'04. Do you know if any of it happened 
within the past year of your employment? 
Probably some occurrences. You know, I can't really 
pinpoint right now of any occurrences. I'm sure, 
but yes, I have heard the statements of find me 
work, you know. I'm sure other people could 
testify to that. 
But do you know of any instances where 
work was actually foundering at times? 
No, I don't have any particular instances during 
that time. 
Mr. Cook asked you if the PSC was made 
aware of any of the wrongdoing that 
you're speaking of that happened at CVE, 
and you mentioned Dennis Hildenbrand. 
Were you the one--can you tell us all the 
people who conveyed this information to 
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Dennis Hildenbrand? 
Drucilla Foley conveyed information accordmg to 
Dennis. 
And did you yourself? 
I talked to Dennis about information as well. He 
made the comment that all I did was confer 
something he'd already heard. 
And when d d  these conversations take 
place?

Do you know if anyone ever specifically 
wrote a letter or anything to an 
executive director or division of 
engineering or anyone at the PSC?

Things like--just 
comments like that is what would get to me, you 
know, just hearing that through the company. I'd 
just be questioning it myself, why are we building 
a three phase line out there with no load on the 
circuit or, you know, was this for a balancing 
reason would be my first question. We built it to 
the end of the line and we built it almost to the 
end of the line. So I guess just the comments I 
had heard, I guess kind of got to me.

It's been so long back, I believe they 

did, yes, sir. 

So you yourself don't have any

that business relationship lasted?

Was it a period of several years? 

Not to my knowledge. 

S o  it wasn't as long as several years, 

could it have been as long as one year? 

Possible.

Okay, if you can't remember that's okay, 

I understand. Have you ever heard of a 

company called Southeast Petro Mart? 

No, sir.

Okay. What about any other CVE 

employees? 

No, sir. 

Alright. 

working for Southeast Transport? 

I have no idea. 

Do you know how they were paid? 

You said you did and-- 

How many drivers were there 
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I have no idea, sir. 

Did you ever see them go into the CVE 

headquarters there? 

No, sir. 

You never did see the truck drivers go in 

there? 

(Witness shook head no). 

Okay. Did you know any of the Southeast 

Transport employees? 

Well, yes, sir. 

Who were they besides John Rex? 

Well, I'm trying to think. I was trying to think. 

Over the years, you know, I've--let's see, I think 

my brother-in-law even drove for him several years 

ago some. 

Okay, what was his name? 

David Terrell. 

How do you spell that last name? 

that's okay. 

I'd have to ask my wife. 

Terrell, is that right?

Now, with regard to 

the products Knox Auto Parts provided to 

CVE, do you know whether there was a

Other people have told us 

today that records are stored in one of 

three places, either in the vault or in 

the warehouse, or is there also a 

basement to the warehouse? 

Not a basement to the warehouse, no, sir, they's 

not. 

Is there some building there that has a 

basement? 

Yes, the engineering building. 

Are records 

stored there also?

Okay, just the only thing you saw him 

carrying was some old bolts? 

Well, sir, like I said, I didn't go out there 

and.. . 
Okay, I understand. I just wanted to 

know if you ever observed this. That's 

the only thing I'm asking. Okay. Have 

you ever heard of a company called Hubbs 

Creek? 

I know of a company in Hubbs Creek. 
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Okay. Have you heard of a company, well it has the 

Hubbs Creek in its name, that does any mechanical 

work for CVE? 

Yes, sir. 

Okay, what is that company? Do you know 

the name of that company? 

Hubbs Creek--1 don't... 

Is it like automotive or something like 

that? 

They're a heavy equipment repair place and diesel 

engine repair, yes, sir, I know of them. 

Okay, alright. Do you know whether Steve 

Hampton's in-laws operate that company or 

have any role in it? 

No, sir, not to my knowledge. 

Okay, alright. Does the name Terry McCreary mean 

anything to you? 

Yes, sir. 

How so?

How did you correct it? 

It was just a tank rent, sir. 

So how did you go about correcting that? 

I just told them they'd made a mistake. 

Okay. And did they go to Elbert's home 

and pick up the tank from there? 

No, I just mentioned it to him and he returned it. 

Him meaning Elbert? 

Yes, sir. 

So Elbert returned it, okaj . What kind 

of business does Elbert do where he uses 

acetylene and oxygen? Is it for welding 

I assume? 
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Yeah, he farms. 

Okay, he's a farmer? Does he, does 

Elbert own trucks such as a lift truck 

and any other specialized trucks? 

Yes, sir, I believe he does. 

What kind of trucks to your knowledge are 

they? 

A bucket truck. 

Okay, alright. And do you know what kind 

of work he does with a bucket truck? 

Honestly I've never seen him working, I don't know. 

Okay. Is there any other truck besides 

the bucket truck that he owns? 

I'm sure he owns other trucks and stuff. 

he does have a old digger derrick. 

And the digger derrick, again, is that

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Elbert's business?

That he does this under?

Okay. Do you have any knowledge of any 

work that CVE did that was unnecessary? 

No, sir. 

Okay. Do you have any knowledge of-- 

first of all, do you know that CVE 

receives part of its funding from RUS 

loans? Do you have any knowledge of 

that? 

No, sir. 

Okay. 

I--no, I may have heard somebody over years past or 

something ... 
I understand. 

... mention that, but no, I don't know nothing about 
that. 

Okay, alright. And do you have any knowledge about 

how the proceeds of those loans are spent? 

No, sir. 

Do you have any knowledge 

about a power line that was run to a 

cabin off of Red Bird Road?

I understand. Have you ever attended a 

CVE annual meeting? 

Yes, sir. 

Okay. Have you attended more than one, 

on many occasions, or about how many? 

Well, ever since I went to work for the company, 

I've went to three probably. 

Okay. 

And I may have went to two or three or four or 

something, I don't know. Over 2 0  years it's hard 

to remember everything. 
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Okay, I understand, alright. Now, when 

you were there in the meetings what 

exactly did you do? Were you working in 

that meeting or what? 

No, just there for the--well, now, as a company 

employee, yes, we do things. 

Sure, sure. 

You know, help get the entertainment. 

Right. 

You know, and drinks for ladies and things. 

Sure, absolutely, okay. And were you 

present when the board of directors was 

elected at the annual meetings? 

Yes, sir, I'm sure I was on the premises. 

Okay, did you hear anybody make any announcements 

that it's time for the--to vote on the board of 

directors? 

I've heard that, yes, sir. 

Okay, and were any ballot boxes provided 

for the CVE members to place any votes? 

Yeah, they's boxes there, I guess, you know. 

You guess there were or... 

Well, they was boxes there and people dropping ... 
Okay, alright, I just wanted to make sure 

whether you knew--whether you had direct 
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knowledge, okay. Do you have any 

knowledge about how members of the board 

of directors are nominated? 

No, sir, not... 

Do you have any knowledge about 

the keeping of corporate minutes for the 

company ?

Okay. Do you have any knowledge about a 

truck 61? Does that ring any bells at 

all? 

I'm sure I've--we've had a 61 in time. 

A boom truck? This was one where it may 

have been involved in an accident and 

then it was sold to somebody, placed out 

for a bid, does that ring a bell at all? 

Well, now, sir, over the years we've had several 

wrecked. 

Okay. And then this one that was 

wrecked, was there an engine installed 

just prior to the accident, new engine? 

And then the accident happens and then it 

was fixed and then sold? 

I'd have to have more details or something than 

this.

Yes, sir.

Elbert? Okay. Any other family members 

you can think of? 

Not to my knowledge right now. 

Okay, alright. During the course of your 

work with CVE, either as an employee or a 

contractor, did anybody ever ask you 

anything that you questioned or gave you 

cause for concern in any way? 

I really don't know what you're asking me there.

Yeah. I think that was the... 

Okay, and I don't know if you knew, but 

the company, in responses to some written 

questions that we posed to the company, 
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the company stated that Ted Hampton was 

the owner of Southeast Transport, and 

apparently it was a trucking company. Is 

that your understanding too? 

Say that again. I don't know what you're saying. 

Is it your understanding that Southeast 

Transport was a trucking company? 

A trucking company, yeah, that's what I think, 

yeah. 

I understand. Did you ever see any 

Southeast Transport trucks parking on CVE 

property? 

I've saw them down there at times. 

Okay. Did you ever see any--any of the 

guys who drove those trucks, did you ever 

see them go into company buildings? 

No. Usually wasn't nobody, you know, around, you 

know. 

Okay. Do you know anybody who did any bookkeeping 

for Southeast Trucking--Southeast Transport? 

No. 

Okay, alright. Do you have any idea of 

what kind of cargo those Southeast 

Transport trucks hauled? 

Huh-uh. 
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MR. HAUSER: You might want to answer yes 

or no instead of... 

Oh, yes, thanks. 

No, no. 

MR. HAUSER: S o  the record will be clear. 

I don't know what they hauled. 

Thank you very much. DO you have any idea about 

whether Southeast Transport ever did any business 

with CVE? 

I don't know. 

Okay. Have you ever heard of a company 

called Knox Auto Parts? 

Yes, I have. 

Okay, how'd you come to hear about them? 

Well, when you live here, you know, you know all 

them places, you know. It's auto parts store and 

sells electrical supplies and a lot of other 

things, you know. It's a--we did business there. 

We meaning that CVE did? 

Uh-huh. 

Okay. Do you know for about how long that business 

relationship lasted? 

No, I don't. I mean, I can't give you a day or a 

month or a year, you know. I know a few years 

there we done business there.

knowledge about how much business that 

CVE did with Knox Auto Parts? 

No, I just know we did business there. If we 

needed a part we'd go there and get it, you know. 

That's all I know. I know we always traded there, 

you know. 

Yeah. So was it pretty continual 

relationship while it lasted? 

Yeah. I think in fact, I may be wrong, but I think 

we still do some business at that store, you know. 

Okay. 

It's a different name now though, but you know, I 

think we still do some business there. 

Do you know what the name is now? 

Frasier Enterprises I believe. 

Frasier Enterprises, okay. Do you know what kind 

of things they get from Frasier? 

Probably--no, I don't know now. I don't know--no, 

I don't. 

Okay. Do you know what kind of products 

that Knox provided to CVE? 

I'm assuming oil and stuff like that and auto parts 

of all kinds, whatever we needed, you know. 

What about like equipment for use in the--you know, 
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like in the actual utility work, like lines? 

I don't know about that. Not that I--1 mean, I 

don't know. 

Okay, I understand. Now, do you know 

anything about a man named Steve Hampton? 

Yeah, Steve works here. 

He works for CVE? Do you know what he 

does? 

He's a serviceman. 

Okay. And what relationship is he with Ted 

Hamp t on? 

He's Ted's nephew. 

And do you know whether Steve ever worked 

with Knox Auto Parts? 

Yeah, he did. I--yeah. 

Okay, alright. Do you know whether Steve 

owned Knox Auto Parts? 

I don't know if he owned it or if Elbert owned it. 

You know, one of them did. 

Okay, alright. And was Elbert Steve's... 

Dad. 

... father? 
Uh-huh. 

Okay, I understand. Was there any event 

that occurred that may have caused the 
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relationship to end between Knox Auto 

Parts and CVE? 

I believe John sold it out. I don't know that--you 

know, but I believe they still do a little business 

there. I may be wrong, you know. 

John Rex? 

Yeah. John Rex sold it out to Elbert and them, and 

then Elbert and--Steve got a divorce, you know, and 

I believe that's when it... 

Oh, okay. 

You know. 

S o  when it... 

Frasiers took it over, you know. 

Oh, I see. 

More or less. I don't know exactly what--anyway, 

they come to agreement on it some way and the 

Frasiers ended up with it, you know, when it was 

all said and done, but I ain't got no way of 

knowing . . .  
You don't know anything about... 

. . .  nothing, you know. 
So you just know that roughly abo t the 

time of Steve's divorce is when the 

relationship between CVE and Knox ended? 

Pretty--yeah, somewhere in there. 
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Alright. Now, regarding the items that 

Knox provided to CVE do you know whether 

there was any kind of bidding process? 

I don't have no idea. 

Okay, I understand. Do you by any chance know 

where CVE's records about its transactions with 

Knox would be kept? 

No. 

And do you know, have any idea of where 

CVE's general records in other regards 

are kept and stored? 

No, I don't. 

Okay. Now, we've mentioned Elbert Hampton, and I 

think you had mentioned that he is Ted's brother, 

is that correct? 

That's right. 

Did Elbert serve on the board of 

directors of CVE? 

He does now. 

He does now? Do you know who Elbert 

replaced on the CVE board? 

I believe he replaced--1 believe he replaced Mr. 

Ferguson. I believe now. 

Okay. Do you know why that happened? 

Mr. Ferguson got sick. He had a stroke and stuff. 
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I understand. 

I believe that's who he replaced. 

Now, we talked earlier about Knox Auto Parts, and 

I think you said Elbert played a role there too? 

Uh-huh. 

You don't know the exact nature of that 

role? 

I don't know if it belonged to him or if he bought 

it for Steve or--or he helped Steve get it, I don't 

know. It was--it belonged to one of them. 

Okay, I understand. Now, do you know 

whether Elbert was ever involved in any 

other businesses? 

Not that I know of. 

Okay. Do you know whether Elbert was 

ever an employee of Cumberland Valley? 

Yes, he was. 

Was he a long-time employee? 

Yeah, he was there before I come, so I've been 

there for 34 years, so he'd been--when he retired 

he was probably 34 or 35 years in I'd say. 

Okay. And do you know what he did there 

at CVE? 

He was line superintendent for several years there. 

Okay, alright. Now, have you ever seen 
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or did you ever hear of Elbert Hampton 

filling his personal vehicle with CVE 

gas o 1 i ne? 

I've saw that truck down there, but I don't know--1 

didn't really see nobody filling no truck with gas 

or nothing. 

Okay, I understand. You mentioned a 

truck. Do you know, what kind of tri 

was that? 

ck 

They was--they've got a line truck and a bucket 

truck now I believe. He does work on the side 

sometimes. 

Oh, Elbert does work on the side for CVE? 

Not that I know of, not for us, but I mean, I 

believe he has during a storm I believe he's worked 

trouble, you know, when we really needed them, you 

know. 

Right. 

And--b t other than that, I don't--but 

now, he does work for people out in the 

neighborhood doing this and that, you 

know, and other things, you know. 

What kind of truck was this? 

A bucket truck, he's had a bucket and a digger 

truck, you know. 
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Q And those trucks, did they at one time belong to 

CVE ? 

A No, those trucks... 

Q He bought them from someone else? 

A he bought them somewhere else. I don't know where 

he got them. 

Q Okay. So if I understand you correctly, from time 

to time Elbert would do some work f o r  CVE with 

these trucks? 

A I believe he worked sometimes, a time or two there 

when we had a lot of storm damage. I believe. You 

know, I've saw the trucks, you know, I believe they 

was--to tell you the truth I don't know. 

Q Okay. 

A You know. But I know he had two trucks there at 

times. 

Q You don't know for certain, is that what 

you're saying? 

A That's right. 

Q Okay, I understand. So Elbert owned 

these two trucks, and you said to the 

best of your understanding that from time 

to time if a need arose he would do some 

work for CVE. What other type of work 

did Elbert do with those trucks, do you 
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know? 

I've heard of him putting posts or signs and things 

like that. I know he worked at the fire department 

for a while for them up there when they was doing 

their volunteer fire department thing. 

Okay. 

And things like that, you know, anything that had 

to reach, you know, they'd work for them trucks. 

Did he do any kind of electrical work? 

He might have built some lines for mines and things 

like that. 

Oh, okay. 

I believe he did that. 

Okay. Have you ever seen or learned 

about Elbert Hampton taking materials 

from the CVE warehouse? 

Not that I know of. 

Okay, alright. Have you ever heard of a 

business called Hubbs Creek? 

Yeah. 

Okay. How did you come to learn about 

them? 

Well, I think they--they did build miners and stuff 

like that. They rebuilt them mine--mining 

equipment and stuff, and I don't know, they've done 
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work on bucket, I don't know, our trucks maybe, 

they might have worked some on them. 

Okay. So like a mechanical nature of 

work? 

Yeah, like welding and stuff like that I believe 

when--1 believe, I believe they have now. I'm not 

sure. I guess I'm answering when I really 

shouldn't. I probably should just say I don't 

know, you know. 

Well, if you don't know that's okay. 

Really and truly I... 

Or.. . 
Just I don't know. I don't know. 

Or it's okay to say, for instance if you 

had heard from somebody else, if you'd 

just tell us that... 

Well, I've heard they worked and done a few things 

when our mechanic was too busy to do all... 

Okay. 

Some of it gets to be a lot, you know, 

and more than he can do, you know, so I 

believe. In my mind I'm thinking that 

anyway. 

Okay, I understand. Does Steve 

Hampton's in-laws work there at Hubbs 
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Creek? 

I think so. I believe that's some of his folks. 

Is one of those in-laws Terry McCreary? 

Yeah. 

Okay. And so the reason that Hubbs does 

mechanical work on these CVE trucks is 

when C V E ' s  mechanic is--doesn't have 

enough time, is that it? 

That's what I'm thinking now. 

Have you ever heard of a business called Air Gas? 

No. 

Do you know of any company that provides 

acetylene to the CVE? 

No, I don't. I don't know where they get it. 

Do you know anything about a power line 

that was run to a cabin off of Red Bird 

Road? 

No, that's not my area. 

Oh, okay. 

I don't work down in there. 

Okay. Does the name J. B. Johnson mean 

anything to you? 

Yeah, I know that name. At one time, a long time 

ago I believe, he was our attorney. 

Okay. 
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Maybe not a long--it's a pretty long time ago. 

know, I remember the name. 

Okay. Do you have any idea whether J. B. 

Johnson's still alive? 

I don't know. 

Have you ever heard of a name Bill 

Nighbert? 

Who? 

Bill Nighbert. 

No. 

Okay, alright. Do you know anything 

about the laying of an underground line 

to the Whitley County School System 

bu i ldi ng ? 

The new building? I think they put underground 

You 

line in to it, but I don't know anything about it. 

Oh, okay. 

I'm sure it's got underground line though. 

Okay. 

But that's--again, that's not my area, and I really 

don't know, but I know it's got underground line. 

In what area is the Whitley County School System? 

It's in Don Lynch's area, staking area, you know. 

Okay. 

It's in Whitley County, down close to Williamsburg. 
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Okay. And is that the same for Red Bird 

Road, is that Don Lynch's? 

That's in Whitley County too, yeah, down in there. 

Okay. Now, in the course of your 

employment there at CVE did you ever hear 

about any lines being laid which were not 

necessary? 

No. We put one line that was put in to be a 

balance line, you know, to balance the phases, you 

know, and it was talked about it not being needed, 

but it probably was if you looked into it deep 

enough, you know, to balance the phases and stuff, 

it was needed at the time. 

Alright. 

But other than that, I don't know. 

Okay. Have you ever attended company 

annual meeting? 

Uh-huh. 

About how often did you go to those? 

Annually. 

Oh, every year? Okay. You went there 

every year? 

Pretty much, yeah. I might have missed one or two, 

but I didn't miss many though. 

Good for you. Do you have any idea--any 
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knowledge about how people come to be on 

the board of directors? 

Not a whole lot I don't. I don't know how exactly 

it works. I know you have to register to run or 

something and you've got to register ahead of time 

or something. 

Yeah. 

I don't know a whole lot about that. I don't know 

enough about it to talk to you about it because I 

don't understand how it works. 

Okay. There at the annual meetings did 

you ever hear any announcements, 

something that to the effect that it's 

time for the election for the board of 

directors? 

To tell you the truth I'm usually out there around 

them buckets and bulbs and taking care of, you 

know.. . 
Oh, okay. 

...j obs and stuff, you know. I don't really sit in 

the meeting actually itself. I go out there and 

handle--hand out this and hand out that... 

So you're working ... 
. . . p  eople wins and stuff. I'm usually working and 

really I ain't got much time to look up, you know. 
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Oh, I understand, okay. I understand. 

Alright. Did you ever, when you're there 

at the annual meetings I know you're 

working, but did you ever see any ballot 

boxes? 

Yeah, the girls takes care of all that I believe up 

front. 

Okay. 

They've got the tickets and the--all that 

information a desk just like this right here, you 

know, it'll be lined up down through there and 

they'll start up here, A, B, C, D, you know, and 

everybody falls in their own little line, you know, 

and they take care of all that now. Yeah, I've 

seen the ballot boxes. 

Okay. Did anybody at the company ever 

ask you to fill out the names of CVE 

members on absentee ballots? 

No. 

For the board of directors... 

I've not filled out names on them or anything. 

Do you have any knowledge about the 

keeping of corporate minutes? 

No. 

Have you ever--do you know anything about 
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a truck that CVE once owned that was 

called CVE truck No. 61? 

No. What kind of--no. 

I'm not--1 really don't know what kind of truck it 

was. Was it a bucket truck? 

I'm not--1 don't know. 

Do you ever run across any instances 

where, or does this ring a bell, of any 

times when the company may have sold 

trucks to individuals for one reason or 

another? 

Yeah, we sell them once every two or three year I 

guess, you know, when we get a bunch of junkers 

there, you know, they'll put them... 

Okay. 

They'll turn them out to people and they'll bid on 

Okay. And did you 

truck getting into 

after it was fixed 

somebody ? 

No, I know we had 

them on a sealed bid and stuff. 

ever hear of a bucket 

an accident and then 

it was sold to 

bucket truck in a accide t 

once. Well, we might have had more than once, you 

know, but--but I don't know about it being sold 

though. 
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Okay. Do you know anything about any occasions 

where the company added money to work projects? 

I don't know. I ain't got no way of knowing that, 

I really . . .  
Now, in the course of our talking today, 

we talked about several people who are 

related to Ted Hampton who either now or 

maybe in the past have worked for CVE. 

We talked about Karen and Steve Hampton 

and John Rex, although I think you said 

you weren't sure if he ever worked for 

CVE, is that right? 

Not that I know of. 

Okay. Is there any other Hampton 

relatives who work for CVE or ever have? 

Well, Jay, Jay works for us. 

Is he also known as William Hampton? 

Yeah. Steve, Jay. I'm almost blank right now. 

You've kind of got me in a deer in the headlight 

thing now. 

That's okay. We've been going a long 

time. 

That's pretty much, you know. 

Okay. During the course of your--we're 

almost done, we're just about there. 
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Well, good. 

During the course of your employment with CVE did 

anybody ever ask you to do anything that you 

questioned or caused you any cause for concern? 

No, I just do as I'm told and stuff, you know, and 

pretty much--no, nothing out of the way. 

Okay. Have you ever heard of CVE being 

referred to as Hampton Valley? 

Yeah, I have. 

I'm going to go back, and earlier I asked 

you about a company called Hubbs Creek. 

You had mentioned that you had heard that 

Hubbs Creek did work on CVE trucks. Do 

you know who you heard that from? 

No, I don't. I just heard the talk. I don't know. 

Okay. 

I don't know where it come from, but I've heard the 

talk though. 

Can't recollect? 

Don't remember. 

Okay. Is there any other concern you 

want to share with us while we're here? 

No. 

MR. COOK: Okay. Then that's all the 

questions I have right now. But there 
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might be some other questions from the 

other attorneys. 

A Okay. 

CROSS EXAMINATION BY MR. HAUSER: 
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Yeah, Randall, I'm going to ask you a few 

questions. You talked a little bit about Knox Auto 

Parts. You said the name Frasier Enterprises too. 

Yeah. 

To your knowledge is it still doing 

business as Knox Auto Parts? Is that 

still on the sign? 

I think it's--I think it's called Frasier 

Enterprises now. 

Knox Auto Parts as the location, how long has it 

been there to your knowledge? 

Years. 

Can you remember when it wasn't there? 

When it wasn't? Yeah, I can. Used to be a car lot 

thing there, a dealer there, but that's when I was 

just a little boy, you know, but Knox Auto Parts 

thing's been there for 40 year probably anyway. 

You indicated, do you know whether or not 

Cumberland Valley still does business with Knox 

Auto Parts? 

I believe they do. 
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You indicated earlier that they sell, of 

course, obviously auto parts? 

Yeah, yeah. 

Do they sell items, other items that 

Cumberland Valley might use? 

Pipe and stuff like that, yeah, and they sell bush 

axes and things like that I believe, and... 

In response to one of the questions here 

just recently, I'm kind of going in 

reverse order, but counsel asked if you 

had been asked to do anything for 

Cumberland Valley that you didn't feel 

like you should do and you said you do 

what you're told. Let me ask you this, 

have you ever done anything that you felt 

like was illegal or improper ... 
No, sir. 

... as an employee of Cumberland Valley 
Electric? 

No, sir. 

Have you ever been asked to do anything ... 
No, sir. 

... that you felt like was out of line at 
Cumberland Valley Electric, anybody at 

Cumberland Valley Electric? 
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No. 

What department do you work in? 

Engineering department. 

How long have you worked there? 

Thirty.. . 
In the engineering department? 

Thirty-one years. 

Thirty-one in the engineering department? 

Yes, sir. 

Did you work directly under Mr. Carroll? 

Yes, sir, I did. 

His testimony is he worked at Cumberland 

Valley Electric in engineering department 

from May 4th, 1995,  to July the 27th, 

2004. Does that sound about right to 

you? 

Sounds about right, yeah. 

During that period of time, May of 1 9 9 5  

to July of 2004, were you working 

directly under Mr. Carroll? 

Yes, sir. 

What was his job, the best of your 

knowledge? 

He was head engineer. 

Was he in charge of the Turtle program? 
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Yeah. As far as I know. 

Did he review any of the staking that you 

all did? 

No, he just made sure we done it, you know. He 

didn't really--1 never saw--he might have reviewed 

it for all I know, but not that I know of, not 

particularly, you know. 

Did you usually go in to work at the Gray 

office prior to going out on your 

designation--designated tasks... 

Yeah. 

. . .  that you had to do for a particular 
day? 

Most of the time, yeah. Not every time, but most 

of the time. Sometimes we'd meet somebody at a 

certain time, you know, somewhere or something, but 

most of the time we started at the office, s o .  

S o  did you or did you not get 

instructions from Joe on your daily work? 

Well, Joe always told us if you'll do your work and 

keep everybody happy said I'll be happy, you know, 

and that's what we tried to do, we tried to keep 

everybody happy. Sometimes it's a pretty good 

little job, but you know, most of the time it's not 

that bad, you know. 
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All the new hook-ups and all of that 

every month in your area, you would be 

responsible for, is that correct? 

That's right, yeah. 

Tell these folks about how many hook-ups 

you all would average new a month in your 

area. 

Well, how many tickets I run a month was usually 90 

or so, you know, anywhere from 70 to 100. 

But now, Cumberland Valley continues to 

grow on its residential, does it not? 

Oh, yes. 

And is the growth mostly in your area? 

Or is that--is that... 

A big lot of it is, but now, there's a lot of 

growth in Donald's area too. 

Who has.. . 
Around that interstate and stuff, and they's a lot 

of growth around there too. 

Who has the West Knox area, West Knox? 

Donald does. 

The reason I ask that, that seems to be a 

growing area. 

Oh, yeah, it is. Donald's got the 830 and out in 

there. 
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Did--while you worked with Joe do you 

recall his being a regular employee there 

working five days a week? Did he work 

five days a week when he was there? 

Well, yeah. I mean--well, I mean, you know ... 
Let me ask you this, prior to his being-- 

prior to his being--him leaving 

employment in July of 2004, say the last 

year or two, was Joe regularly around 

Cumberland Valley office? 

No. 

Did you happen to have an occasion in 

your job to try to get up with him and 

couldn't get up with him? 

No, I never--we never really--1 never really needed 

to get up with him very much. I worked with Jay a 

lot, and if I needed something I'd go to Jay. Of 

course, Joe was my boss, you know, but really we 

never talked that much. It's kind of like I told 

you while ago, if the work's done, why, he's happy, 

you know, he don't--he didn't bother me any way or 

anything, as long as I kept up my work and stuff. 

I didn't really talk to Joe every day even when he, 

you know, was there every day, you know. 

You mentioned in reply to one of Mr. 
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Cook's questions about a three phase line 

and a question about whether or not three 

phase line was necessary or not. 

That's been a long time ago, it was Duck Run, down 

in there, it was questions come up on it, you know, 

people used to talk about that a lot, why did they 

build that line down in that country for nothing, 

you know. But you know, you realize things is done 

for a reason usually, and it was explained to me, 

you know, it was built to separate load, balance 

the phases. It's got to be--it's got to be kept 

pretty balanced. If it don't it won't--it ain't 

good. 

Do you have any personal knowledge of any 

line anywhere in Cumberland Valley's 

system that was built unnecessarily? 

No. We're so far ahead of things, I mean, you 

know, I don't mean to toot our own horn or nothing, 

you know, but now, we're pretty up on everything on 

building the lines and stuff. Everybody else is 

still trying to do what we done years ago, you 

know, and we stay out front on a lot of that stuff, 

but it eventually--well, it has eventually paid 

off. I mean, it's--things, a lot of times it might 

not look like it needs done, but you know, you've 
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got to be able to see just a little bit ahead, you 

know, and so far--well, I think we've done real 

good at doing that, and that's the reason we've got 

good power to all of our big load sites now where 

it wasn't nothing, used to be nothing out there, 

and now we've got subdivisions that if we didn't 

have them lines in place we'd have been hurting. 

Have there been any, for example, 

industrial parks built in the area 

that.. . 
Oh, yeah. 

Could you tell the Commission and 

Attorney General what you're referring to 

there? 

Well, a lot of those places we already had three 

phase lines in position on and really had a upper 

hand on it, and then I'm not saying we didn't have 

to go back and do some of it over anyway, but still 

yet though, we had power for them to get started on 

already waiting on them there. A lot of these 

sites that wouldn't have been, you know, if it 

wouldn't have been planned ahead. 

You were asked some questions about vehicles, 

trucks and things being parked on Cumberland Valley 

Electric's property. Are you aware of other kinds 
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of vehicles or vehicles of any kind that are parked 

on Cumberland Valley's property? 

Yes, I am. 

Give us an example of what. 

I've got one right now that's parked there. 

vehicle. 

Is it routine to see the ambulance 

service parked out there? 

Uh-huh. 

Is it routine to see Kentucky State 

Police parked there? 

Oh, yes. Yeah. 

Why would the Kentucky State Police be 

parked there? 

Their office is there. 

Will you explain--do you know what--these 

people might not know. What office is 

there? 

Well, it's the Kentucky State Police office, and 

it's there for them and us, it's our protection, 

you know, and they are there with their office 

right there, you know, and then that way if we have 

a robbery up front or something, I mean they're 

right there most of the time, you know. And I 

don't know, to me it's just a plus. 

My 
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Q In the course of your employment over the last 

thirty-some years with Cumberland Valley Electric 

at the Gray location, the main office, have you 

noticed other, you know, vehicles coming in, in and 

around the Cumberland Valley property? 

A Yeah, they's been other vehicles in and out of 

there all--there's stuff in and out of there a 

the time. 

Q Are you aware of any representative of 

the Attorney General's Office that parks 

there? William Stewart? 

A Oh, yeah, yeah. 

Q Who is he? 

1 

A He's a former state police. He's a--1 guess he is 

assistant--he's connected there some way to that 

Attorney General. 

MR. HAUSER: That's all the questions I 

have. 

CROSS EXAMINATION BY MS. MITCHELL: 

Q I have just one or two. When you were talking 

about the three phase lines that were being built, 

who made those decisions to build those lines, to 

add those lines, to balance it? 

A Gee, I don't know. It's on the--you know, I've 

been there a long time, but I ain't really involved 
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A 

in that usually. They'll ask me if they's anything 

that I know of, you know, that needs to be done, 

but that goes in on a work plan, you know, thing. 

Most of that does. 

When you said that it had been explained 

to you that those lines were necessary 

for balancing, who explained it to you? 

Well, the superintendent did. 

And who was that at the time? 

At the time that was Jay. 

Jay Hampton? 

Yeah. At the time the Duck Run line was though, it 

was Elbert. 

I'm sorry? 

At the time the Duck Run line was built I guess it 

was Vernon Wilder, wasn't it, Ted? I would 

imagine.
